His 
idea is to build out opposite the end of 
Twelfth street a tight sea wail to the extent 
of one mile; turning south to build the wall 
as far as Twenty-second street, and then 
back to land, inclosing one section or a mile 
square. The wall as designed by him is to 
be 330 feet thick, the top. of which can be 
used for beautiful promenades, He would 
then fill in the square formed by the walis 
for a site for the Fair. The property thus 
reclaimed from the lake, with adjacent land, 
would amount, in his opinion, to about 2,000 
acres, as the lake shore, for a great distance 


south, could be utilized in connection with 


this made land. 


In the center of the square he proposes to 
erect a building the principal —— of 
which are, as planned: The building to ve 
in the shape of a Greek cross, and consist of 
five squares, each measuring 345 feet across; 
the length of the building each way to be 
1,025 feet; the main building to be 300 feet 
high, twelve floors twenty-five feet apart, 
and with a central open square in each 100 
feet across and open to the roof. It is also 
the intention to erect magnificent fountains 
in the center of each of these openings, The 
center square will extend another 800 feet 
upwards, with twelve floors 345 feet square, 
making the floor space for exhibiters ana 
visitors 8,000,000 square feet, which is equal 
to 183}¢ acres, although the entire building 
covers but fifteen acres. High above this 
600 feet there are another twenty-four floors 
twenty-five feet apart. These rooms, like 
every other part of the building, will be very 
substantial and weil finished, graduating 
from 825 feet square to 100 feet square at the 
top floor, which is 1,200 feet hien. They will 
contain nearly 1,000,000 square feet, and are 
intended for assembly rooms, bureaus, etc. 

In this section also will be a splendid din- 
ing-hall, 300 feet square, to which dy a sys- 
tem of forty-five elevators access will be af- 
forded from any part of the building in five 
minutes’ time. Each floor will be amply sup- 
plied with pure water from a reservoir hold- 
ing 8,000,000 gallons, at an altitude of 400 feet. 
The water-power necesary to run the ele- 
vators will be drawn from tnis elevated res- 
ervoir, its water supply to be maintained by 
powerful steam engines of 3,000 horse-power. 
On every floor are to be lavatories, refresh- 
ment and smoking rooms, while comfortable 
seats in line witn the exhibits will be scat- 
tered throughout the entire building. 

Every floor will have outside balconies, 
well balustraded, which will make it perfect- 
ly safe and pleasant to the most timid per- 
sons to promenade around the tower at the 
height of 1,200 feet. This building will be 
constracted entirely of iron, steel, and glass, 
the design being such as will admit of the 
most elaborate finish, and its author claims 
as one of its great advantages that it will 
permit ofall the exhibits, except the live- 
stock, to be held in one building. 

The Kansas Auxiliary. 

The Kansas World’s Fair Auxiliary met 
last evening at the Sherman House and dis- 
cussed the best means of being of service to 
the State. it was thought oy those present 
that Kansas would be at the head of the 
Western States in her exhibit and that the 
Legislature would appropriate not less than

MANSLAUGHTER ON THE HIGH SEAS, 


Charge Against Capt. Oertling, Whe Ran 
Down a Fishing-Boat Near Milwaukee. 
Mitwavker, Wis., June 12.—[Special.]—A 

Deputy United States Marshal went to 

Racine tonight to arrest Capt. Oertling and 

one of the crew of the schooner Fearless on 

a warrant sworn out before United States 

Court Commissioner dgood this after- 

noon charging them with manslaughter on 

the high seas. This morning the schooner 

Fearless ran down the fishing sloop Seabird 

of Milwaukee and drowned her owner, 

Charles Reunpferd. The Seabird was at 

anchor about seven miles northeast of Mil- 

waukee and Reunpferd with a companion, 

Charles Tessler, was engaged in hauling in 

fishing nets. Halt an hour before the Sea- 

bird was run down her two occupants sighted 
the Fearless headed towards them. The 
wind was ight and the weather was thick. 

According to Tessler's complaint the Sea- 

bird’s fog horn was blown to attract the at- 

tention of the crew of the Fearless. The lat- 
ter, though, did not change her course in the 
least and bore down on the Seabird. As she 
was almost on top of her a voice from the 

Fearless sung out“? Why don’t you blow 

your horn?” 

“We have been blowing it for half. an 
hour,“ responded the men on the Seabird. 

„Well, I am going to take the mast out of 
you,” was the reply which came back from 
the Fearless. A minute later and the Fear- 
less bore down on the little sloop, one of her 
booms striking the Seabird’s mast and in- 
stantly capsizing her. 

The two occupants were thrown into the 
water. Reunpferd struggled in the water 
for a few minutes and then drowned. Tessier 
floated himself ona fish box until picked up 
by another boat which was in the vicinity. 
After the schooner Feariess had gone some 
distance her yawl boat was lowered and sent 
back to the rescue, but she came too late. 

Tessier’s charges, as made before, the Com- 
missioner, were substantiated by William 
Green and a companion who were in another 
boat near by. Commissioner Bloodgood, 
after listening to the evidence. was inclined 
to issue a warrant against the Captain and 


‘the man at the wheel of the Fearless for 


murder, but after looking up the authorities 
conciuded that it was a stronger case of man- 
slaughter. Had the Fearless come to Mil- 
waukee instead of going to Racine there 
would likely have been violence aboard of 
her, as all tne inhabitants of Jones 
Isiand, composed mostly of fishermen, were 
thoroughly aroused over the affair when the 
news spread among them. Reunpferd was

BOSTON’S BOODLE CASES. 


SENSATIONAL DEVELOPMENTS AT THE 
SENATORIAL INQUIRY. 


Testimony Alleging That Ten Members of 
the Upper House Would Vote in the 
Interest of a Corporation for a Total 
of $100,000—Startling Evidence Against 
Senator Fassett Furnished by an Ele- 
vated Rallway Company. 

Boston, Mass., June 12.—[Special.]—There 
promises to be some music at the Boston 
State House. The first shock in the boodle 
case is over, the names of the alleged par- 
ticipants having been divulged, but whether 
the investigated or the investigators are to 
suffer most from the proceeding is a matter 
ol speculation. 

parties involved in the affair, accord- 
ing to Mr. Williams’ charges, are Senator Fas- 
sett of Great Barrington and nine brother Re- 


‘publican Senators and Senator Donovan from 


the Democratic wing. Senator Fassett is a 
brother of the New York Fassett recently 
prominentin the Tammany investigation in 
New York City. He has always been re- 
garded as one of the ablest and cleanest 
men on Beacon Hili, and his friends 
are very indignant at even the insip- 
uation of such charges against him. Sen- 
ator Donovan is a Bostonian and a 
typical city politician. The names of the 
other nine Republicans are withheld thus 
far in the investigation, as it has not yet ap- 
peared what part they played in the alleged 
deal. Mr. Williams, however, is not satisfied 
with the investigation which he has started 
in the Senate, and so this morning he en- 
larged the scope of his inquiry. He pre- 
sented a series of charges to the House, in- 
volving its members, and the results were 
preparations on the part of that body for in- 
vestigating its members. These charges 
were in substance: 

1. That the West End Railway company has 
maintained a large corps of lobbyists and legis- 
lative counsel and made expenditures through 
them and its officers beyond any legitimate pur- 
pose in securing legislation. 

2. That the officers and agents of the company 
have given numerous banquets and dinners to 
members of the Legislature, and that some of 
the members were under the influence of wines 
and liquors there furnished. 

& That a member of the House called upon a 
representative of one of the petitioning com- 
panies and asked him if there was anything in it 
for him. 

4, That one or more members of the House 
have asked compensation of elevated railway 
petitioners for their support. 

5. That members of the House have received 
money from agents of the West End railway 
company. 

The Senatorial Investigation. 

The sensation of the day, however, has 
been the Senatorial investigation. Ihe Ped- 
ple’s Elevated company was the concern in- 
terested in this. The witnesses produced in 
this by Mr. Williams to substantiate Senator 
Fassett’s corruption were F. E. Sanderson, a 
Boston wool broker, and Dr. J. C. Moore, a 
Manchester, N. H., hosiery manufacturer and 
proprietor of the Manchester Daily Union, the 
Democratic Bible of Manchester. Both were 
petitioners on behalf of the Peopie’s Elevated 
company for a charter. Mr. Sanderson, in 
the course of Lis testimony, gave his version 
of the boodle episode, 5 

I met Senator Fassett first at the People’s 
office on Thursday, May 22. There were 
present besides L. P. Hagar, a member of the 
Third House, who had been introduced to me 
as a man useful at the State House, and Ed- 
ward Prenker, a Saugus wool-manufacturer 
and petitioner for the People’s charter. 


Senator Fassett came in response to a tele- 


phone message. He said he could give us ten 
Senatorial votes on the Republican side. He 
said that there was a proposition be- 
tween himself and Mr. Hagar whereby 
he could secure the votes of ten 
Senators at $10,000 each, the money to 
be given to them, provided the company 
secured its charter. I stated to him that our 
people were opposed to any such arrange- 
ments; that I was acting only to promote 
their interests at the State House; that I 
should have to see the financial men of the 
company. The resuit was that I made an 
appointment with him to meet us at the 
office, 194 Washington street, the following 
day. Mr. Fassett was there and talked with 
the financial men. I was excluded.” 

Mr. Williams—Do you remember any other 
particulars of the interview? 

“Yes, he spoke of the great influence that 
was being brought to bear upon him and his 
friends to vote for the West End. He 
wanted to have the hand ling of the money. 
With him the transaction was purely.a mat- 
ter of dollars and cents. He wanted the full 
amount, $100,000, if the charter was granted, 
and was to make his own contract with the 


other nine Senators. He was not absolutely 


sure at the Thursday interview that he could 
hold their. votes, and wanted further time. 
Mr. Prenker retired after an introduction to 
Senator Fassett, at the request of Mr. Hagar, 
who said Mr. Fassett would probably not 
care totalk with so many people. Mr. Pren- 
ker was not present at the interview, but 
Mr. Hagar, Mr. Prenker, and myself talked 
the whole matter over afterwards.”’ 
At this point Mr. Williams asked if he had 
ever entertained any of the Senators. 
Did Not Entertain Senators. 


Mr. Sanderson—No, sir, except in the 
case of Senator Hart, who is a friend of mine 
of thirty years’ standing, with whom I have 
frequently sat down in a hotel for a social 
time. Ihave spoken to Senator Campbell 
and Senator James Donovan and asked them 
to further our interests. After the passage 
of the West End bill I was surprised to 
find how cortain Senators had changed 
their votes. I did not ask any 
reason, but Senator James Donovan 
volunteered information in the Senate Cham- 
ber. Mr. Prenker, myself, and Mr. Donovan 
werein the Senate Chamber, and were in- 
vited into the Senate parlor. He (Senator 
Donovan) said he could see no way by which 
our company could secure a charter and so 
jumped over to the West End. He said he 
acted so under our advice, as we told him if 
there was no chance for our company he 
could go where he chose, He stated that our 
people were not willing to putup anything 
and the West End was, and that he was 
going for the West End.” Mr. Sanderson 
on cross-examination said: 

“TI don’t know that Mr. Hagar was ever 
instructed to offer or spend money in behalf 
of this charter for the delivery of votes of 
Senators. I know that Senator Fassett of- 
fered to deliver to me votes of those ten 
Senators as I would offer to deliver so many 
bushels of potatoes. I know no way that 
Senator Fassett could have obtainea the im- 
pression that he could get $100,000 orany 
other sum except through Mr. Hagar. Sena- 
tor Fassett’s proposition was a surprise to 
me.“ 

Dr. Moore’s testimony corroborated San- 
derson’s ina general way. The interview 
with Senator Fassett was in progress when 
he came upon them. The talk then was the 
delivery of ten votes for $100,000. The doc- 
tor was pushed to state whether he heard 
the Senator make the definite proposition of

There was no such 
interview ever held as this man Sanderson

This created great excitement. Hagar, how- 
ever, acknowledged having introduced San- 
derson and Dr. Moore to Senator Fassett and 
having arranged an interview, but the inter- 
view he planned, however, was an entirely 
different one. Hagar’s course greatly dis- 
gusted his old confreres, but Mr, Prenker, 
who followed, reiterated such portions of the 
story as he was connected with, substan- 
tiating in some particulars Sanderson and 
Dr. Moore. | 


TO LAY ANOTHER PIPE LINE TO CHICAGO. 


The Standard Ol! — to Increase Its 
Present Wester Facilities. 

Finptay, O., June 12. [Special. — Orders 
have been issued by the Standard Oi! Trust 
for another great pipe line from the Nortu- 
western Ohio oil tields to Chicago, similar in 
size and capacity to the ue now in operation 
from this city to the World’s Fair city. No 
publicity has been given to the enterprise, 
but Tun Trisune correspondent has it from 
good authority that the principal pipe manu- 
facturers of the country have all received 
orders, proportioned to their capacity, and 
are now at work turamg out pipe by the 
mile. 

The new pipe line will be built of six-inch 
tubing ana will be laid alongside the first 
one, beginning in Wood County, near Cyg- 
net, thence down to Findlay, from which 
point it will follow the Lake Erie and West- 
ern railroad to Lima, and from there along 
the right-of-way of the Chicago and Atlantic 
railroad to South Chi¢ The pumping 
stations will all be dupli@ated and everything 
put into shape to put jus§double the amount 
of oil into Chicago that i now being pumped 
there by the present ling, 

When the Standard first set out to build a 
pipe-line from this oilfield to Chicago it had 
but a faint idea of the development that 
would take place in this territory. 

The one line to Chicago mo longer suffices 
to furnish the immense amount of crude 
petroleum used at that point aad throughout 
the West. It is said the Standard has inter- 
ests in Chicago in a plant and refinery repre- 
senting at least 825,000, 00, and has secured 
the contract of a belt life of railroad that 
connects with every entering that 
city, so that it can ship its oils throughout 
the entire West to the greatest advantage. 
To this city, and the ds of Northwest- 
ern Onio, this new pipe-line will prove of 
vast importance. 


THE NORWEGIAN LUTHERAN UNION, 


Controversial yey Obliterated and 


the Charck About Become One. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Juue 14 —JSpecial.]— 
The three Norwegian Lutheran bodies that 
are now taking the preliminary action to- 
ward merging themselves isto one large and 
strong church were busy today perfecting 
their organization. The Norwegian Luther- 
ans of America became split up into five fac- 
tions and churches becaus¢ of an almost un- 
ending theological controversy. When the 


| Scandinavians first ams to tuts country they 


found themselves in a land of tree churches, 
where State and Church were independent 
of each otner, Two organizations sprung 
up. One, the Norwegian synod, tne 
remnant of which has been in session here, 
clung to the forms of the old State church 
in Norway; the other, the Augustan synod, 
was more liberal in forms and belief. Dur- 
ing the rebellion there were radical differ- 
ences on the question of slavery. Besides 
this the old synod objected to the State 
schools on the ground that they were irre- 
ligious. Doctrinal points also created differ- 
ences. The tirst split was under tie leader- 
ship of the Rey. Mr. Claussen. The number 
that left the Norwegian synod with this fac- 
tion was quite small, however. After the 
division on the slavery question a new dis- 
pute arose on the question of predestination, 
and other branches were formed. The move- 
ment for union began two years ago. 


SEVERE CYCLONE AT WAPELLO, IA. 


The Fair Grounds Swept Clean of Build- 
ings and Many Residences Damaged. 

Des Mornes, Ia., June 12.—[Special.]— 
Wapello, Ia., was visited by a severe cyclone 
Tuesday evening about 7 o’clock. It came 
grom the northwest and first struck the fair 
fround, where it destroyed the judges’ stand, 
amphitheater, floral hall, kitchen, and ticket 
office. All these buildings were reduced to 
kindling wood and scattered about the north 
end of the city. Mrs. Ruth Briggs’ residence 
was destroyed by a small building crashing 
through the top. Mrs. Briggs and daughter 
Were slightly hurt by falling timbers. The 
residences of Silas Bryant and O. W. Ives 
followed. Mrs. Bryaat and O. W. Ives’ wife 
and children were all slightly injured. Ives’ 
house was completely swept away, only the 
floor being left. 

READING, Pa., June 12.—From accounts re- 
ceived. up to this afternoon the electric storm 
which raged over Berks County last night 
and this morning was phenomenal in its in- 
tensity. A numberof people were stunned 
and the air seemed to be charged with elec- 
tricity to an extent never before known. At 
several places balls of fire entered the pri- 
vate dwellings, exploding with fearful 
sounds. Corn fields which were only re- 
planted after last week’s storm were again 
washed out and will have to be replanted the 
second time. 


DEATH OF LADY KATHALEEN AUSTIN, 


She Expires in Destitute Circumstances at 
Indianapolis. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., June 12.—[Special. }]— 
Lady Kathaleen Austin, wife of Sir Edward 
Austin of Aberdeen, Scotland, died in desti- 
tute circumstances at a boardimg-house in 
this city today, and it is the belief of Mrs. 
Morrison, her landiady, that she died of 
grief. Her story was published some weeks 
ago, upon the death of her child, how her 
husband had mistreated her so cruelly that 
she ran away with her babe in her arms, 
came to America, arrived in Indianapolis, 
and secured employment here as a domestic 


Bruce. Since her child’s death her health 
has steadily declined and she spent two or 
three weeks in Eastman’s Sanitarium, being 
finally removed to the boarding-house to die.

NORTHERN CHEYENNES NOT RECEIV- 
ING SUFFICIENT PROVISIONS, 


— — — 
Montana Settlers Hold the Government 
Responsible for the Present Indian Out- 
break—Cow boys Exchange Shots with a 
Band of Hostiles— Other Tribes May 
Join in the Outbreak—Arms and Am- 
munition Placed at the Disposal of 

Montana Citizens. 


Rosxnop, Mont., June 12.—[S al. }—The 
family of L. S. Ginter, who Bik ono from 
their home by the Northern Cheyennes, ar- 
rived here this morning in a state of fright 
which has almost driven them to insanity. 
They were peaceable settlers who were not 
aware that the savages bore them any ill 
will Just at nightfall Wednesday six or 
eight red men rode up to their cabin on a 
gallop, fired several shots into it, and gal- 
loped away again, yelling like demons the 
while, They made no attempt to steal or 
burn auything and did not stop to discover 
whether they had killed anybody. None of 
the family Was injured, but fearing a return 
of the Indians they gathered together such 
portables as they could carry in a farm 
— 2 and left the ranch as hastily as pos- 
sible, 

Many other settlers have left their homes, 
and they will not return until they can have 
military protection. The posse of cowboys 
which left here last night encountered a band 
of Cheyennes thirteen miles south of here 
this morning and exchanged several shots 
with them, Residents of this section of 
Montana are outspoken in their condemna- 
tion of the Government. They say it angered 
the Cheyennes by removing them, gave them 
an exaggerated notion of their importance 
by permitting them to return, got them into 
trouble with the settlers by practically fur- 
nishing them no provisions, and left them to 
ward off starvation by stealing. The In- 
dians are here, 2,000 or 3,000 of them; they 
cannot kill buffalo as of yore, but they have 
excellent appetites, and will kill beeves as 
long as they are to be found, no matter to 
whom they belong. This state of things can- 
not continue to exist. The Cheyennes must 
be given reasonable rations or removed to 
the Indian Territtory. 

A courier from Rosebud River reports see- 
ing a large body of Indians crossing the 
river moving in the direction of the Big Pine 
Mo where they were going to join 
the They passed the Williams ranch 
at 3 o’clock today and burned every building 
except the house, and were scared away 
from that by the men inside opening fire on 
‘them. No word has been received here from 
Agent Upshaw, and grave fears are enter- 
tained for his safety. A troop of cavalry has 
been ordered to the front from Fort Buford 
and ten cowboys have gone up the Rosebud 
River to relieve the settlers. 


Prepared for an Outbreak. 


Fort Koon, Mont., June 12.—Half a dozen 
small bands of Indians are camped in the im- 
mediate vicinity of Miles City and Fort 
Keogh, but they profess to be of a peace- 
| able disposition and say they know 
nothing of the affairs at Tongue River 
Agency. The arms and ammunition sent out 
by Gov. Toole arrived at Miles City this 
morning. These will be placed at the dis- 
posai of citizens, who will use them in case 
an attempt is made to rescue White Buffalo 
and the other Indiansin jail here for the 
murder of Robert Ferguson. Five companies 
of troops have been sent to points where an 
outbreak would be most likely to occur, and 
others are ready to move in case orders come 
from Gen Ruger in command of the depart- 
ment. The hostiles have sent.runners to 
Pine Ridge, Rosebud, Crow, Flathead, and 
Camp Poplar River Agencies requesting the 
Indians at those points to join in the pro- 
posed uprising. The Crows flatly refused to 
goon the warpath, and promptly gave the 
whites all the information y obtained 
from the Cheyenne emissaries, 


Will Be Easily Subdued. 


St. Pavu, Minn., June 12,—[Speciat].—Gen. 
Ruger, commanding the Department of Da- 
kota, said this afternoon: 

“There are now four cavalry companies 
at the Tongue River Agency under command 
of Maj. Carroll. Three companies of in- 
fartry are moving up from Fort Keogh, and 
will reach the agency Saturday. The 
Cheyennés have been made aware of their 
coming and I think will be easily subdued. 
All the trouble thus far has been caused by 
Indians out of the reservation slaughtering 
cattle, the quurrel arising from the discov- 
ery. I believe now that the Cheyennes will 
hasten back to the reservation and avoid 
trouble. Tnere are about 800 of the warriors 
and there are about the same number of 
troops eusily available. The arms sent by 
Gov. Toole are for the settlers and cowboys, 
who are very voorly armed.“ 

Gen. Ruger said the Government should 
supply the Indians with more rations, as 
they could no longer get buffalo meat. 

Stirring Up the Sioux. 


SranpinoG Rock, N. D., June 12.—[Special. | 
—Runners from the Tongue River Chey- 
ennes arrived here last week and had a con- 
ference with Sitting Bull and other braves 
who yearn for a chance to repeat the affair at 
Custer. Bull is too old to take the fiela again, 
but he hates the whites and loses no oppor- 
tunity to plot against them. Many of the 
Sioux warriors have gone West on horse- 
back, but whether to aid the Cheyennes is 
not Known. 

All Qaiet at Kecshena. 

Suawano, Wis., June 12.—[Speclal.I— The 
Indians who were most prominent in the 
recent trouble at the Keshena reservation 
and who were the strongest supporters of 
ex-Agent Jennings have finally returned to 
| their homes, announcing that they have 
given up the fight against Agent Kelsey. No 
further trouble is anticipated.

Propositions of the Kelator. 


The relator as we have already seen in alleging 
that the act in question contravenes the clause 
of the Constitution which provides that no act 
shall emorace more than one subject and that 
such subject shall be expressed in the 
title, presents two propositions: First, 
that both the act and the title embrace 
more than one subject, and second, that 
the act em various subjects which 
are not expressed in the title. These proposi- 
tions must be considered separately, since it is 
manifest that sustaining the first would involve 
very different legal consequences from those 
which would follow if the second only would be 
sustained. If the act embraces two subjects and 
both are expressed m the title the entire act 
must be deciared void, as in that case the pro- 
viso, “if any subject is embraced in ne act 
which is not expressed in the title the act 
shall be void only as to so much as is not ex- 
Pp can have no application. 

Iftwo subjects are both embraced in the act 
and expressed in the title we cannot select be- 
tween them so as to preserve one and reject the 
other, but the entire act must fall by reason of 
beiag in contravention of the constitutions! lim- 
itation.. If the objection, however, is unly that 
the act embraces several subjects of which but 
one is expressed in the title the subjects not ex- 
pressed meg be rejected, and the act so far as it 
relates to the subject expressed inthe title may 
pe held to be valid. 

As we have said, the genera)ty of the subject 
expressed in the title 1s no objection, since it is 
purely a matter of legisiative discretion 
whether the subject expressed shall be * r 
or specific. And it is clear that the broader and 
more general the subject the greater the number 
of particular or subordinate subjects Which will 
be embraced within it. Thus to illustrate: If 
the title of an act should be, An act to define 
and punish the crime of larceny,” it is clear that 

rovisions defining perjury. arson, or felonious 

icide and fixing the punishment of those of- 
fenses would be subjects wholly foreign to the 
title of the act. 

Bat if the title should be, as is the case 
with our present criminal code, An act to 
revise the law in relation to criminal jurispru- 
dence,” the subject thus expressed would ciear- 
ly be broad enough to include provisions defining 
and fixing the punishment not only of these but 
of all other imaginable offenses against the pub- 
lic law, and also all proper provisioas for the 
prevention of crimes. for the indictment, trial, 
conviction, and punishment of all classes of 
offenders, and for fixing the jurisdiction, both 
original and appellate, of the various courts in 
criminal cases, and prescribing the mode of pro- 
cedure and the rules of evidence applicable to 
criminal trials. 


A Subject May Have Many Parts. 


These subjects, multiplied as they are in de- 
tail, are all included in the general subject of 
criminal jurisprudence, andif the title of our 
erimmal code in expressing the subject of the 
ac’ had added to the words, “To revise the law 
in relation to cmminal jurisprudence,” as fol- 
lows: “And to define and punish larceny, per- 
jury, arson,” etc., inserting a catalogue of every 
distinct species of crime known to the law, there 
would still have been but one subject expressed. 
In Bitters vs. Board of Commussioners, 81 Ind., 
. 125, the court in discussing the validity, in view 

of a similar provision of the Constitution of that 
State, of an act the title of which contained vari- 
ous specifications of subjects says: “A subject 
may be composed of many parts. It does not 
follow that because the title of a statute enumer- 
ates many 18 there are therefore many 
subjects. there is but one subject the act is 
valid, although the subject may be composed of 
many a and all ot them are enumerated in 
the title.“ 


In Clare vs. The People, 9 Colo., 122, the court 
having under consideration similar title, says: 
“ There eye A neral subject expressed the 
fact that the ature saw tit to incumber this 
title withtwo specifications under that subject 
does not render it obnoxious to the constitution- 
al objection now urged. One of the two purposes 
effected by this constitutional provision was to 
prevent uniting with each other on statutes in- 
congruous matter having no necessary connec- 
tion or proper relation. and where, as in the case 
at bar, one general subject is expressed the ad- 
dition of subdivisions thereof does not necessa- 
rly vitiate the whole title.“ 

The true role in cases of this character seems 
to us to be well expressed in Shoemaker vs. 
Smith, 27 Ind., 122, as follows: U the different 
particulars enumerated are to be regarded as so 
many different subjects, then the law is wholly 
void because of a multiplicity of subjects. II. 
on the other hand. the enumerated particulars 
do nyt embrace different subjects, but have 
reference to one subject, which is not sufficiently 
expressed in the title, the law is still void. II. 
however, the enumerated particulars are not ex- 
pressive of different subjects, but of one general 
subject which is sufficienily expressed, the law 
is valid.” 

The title to the act before us fis “an act to 
create sanitary districts and to remove obstruc- 
tions in the Desplaines ana Liiinois Rivers.” 
The general subject thus expressed is the crea- 
tion of sanitary districts, and the question is 
whether the removal of obstructions in the 
Desplaines and Illinois Rivers is so far ger- 
main to that subject as to constitute a 

rt of it. Sanitary districts, as muaic- 
pal corporations, in their constitutions and 
purposes are unlike any class of municipal 
corporations beretofore existing in the State. 
They are, so to speak, a new product of the 
creative power of the Legislature. Their char- 
acter and power are both indicated and limited 
by the word “sanitary,” and it must be ad- 
mitted tdat the general objects and purpose of 
the municipal corporations organized unier said 
act must be restricted to such as are fairly to be 
implied from the use of the word. The word 
“sanitary "’ is defined by Webster to mean per- 
taining to, or nated to secure, sanity or 
health; relating to the preservation of health.” 

It would seem to follow that a sanitary dis- 
trict, ex vi termini, is a municipal corporation 
organized to secure, preserve, and promote the 
public health. 

This being the general purpose of the organi- 
zation, it must be admitted that any subsidiary 
measure having @ greater or less tendency to 
promote that object or to advance the general 
scheme by which it is supposed through the 
agency of such organization to protect the public 
a th, is germain to the general subject of the 
ac 


Creatures of Legisiative Power. 


All corporations, as they exist in this country, 
are the creatures of legislative power, and it 
necessarily follows that the determination as to 
what shall be their constitution, objects, and 
powers is a matter wholly within the legislative 
discretion. That discretion is undoubtedly con- 
trolled by the constitutional provision limiting 
every legisiative act to one subject 5 re qui 
that subject to be expressed in the title; but ex- 
cept so far as controlled by such limitation as 
the Constitution imposes, the discretion is abso- 
lute. The Legislature having in this case adopt- 
ed a title which expresses as the subject of the 
act the creation of sanitary districts, it 
thereby limited itself to the creation of 
corporations having for their gennves object the 
1 preservation of the public health; 

utcompiete discretion was retained as to the 
character and scope of the scheme to be adopted 
for the attainment of that object. In ceastruct- 
ing what the islature has done in the exer- 
cise of that discretion, therefore, every reason- 
able intendment must de indulged in 

validity. If the 
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ry eu- 

lated to promote the object for which the cor- 
tion is created, and if the subsidiary pro- 
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000 ana a maximum flow of 600,000 cubic feet of 
water per minute through the proposed artificial 
channel into said rivers, and it is likely that in 
order to prevent so far as possible damage to 
ripartan lands by floods caused by the increase 
in the volume of water it will become pecessary 
to remove various obstructions now existing in 
said rivers. Among these are the dams hereto- 
fore constructed by the State for the purpose of 
improving the navigation of the Iilinois River, 
and the act specific 2. upon the district 
the power to make such removal. 

Ne Daplicity of Sabjects. : 

We are of the opinion, then, that the act is ca- 
pable of such construction as will relieve its 
titie from the charge of duplicity of subjects, 
and such construction — 1 possible 
it is the one which must be adopted. ut we are 
of the opinion that said construction is not only 
logieaily possibile, but that it is the obvious and 
only fair construction which can be placed upon 
the act. The same course of reasoning also re 
lieves the act itself from the charge of duplicity 
of subjects, at least so far as the matter of re- 
moval of obstructions in said rivers is concerned, 

Having disposed of e objéctions to said act 
growing out of the form of title, 4% remains to be 
seen whether the act itself embraces subjects 
not expressed in the title and is invalid for that 
reason. The first six sections of the act prescribe 
the mode in which sanitary districts may be or- 
ganized and provide for the election of nine 
trustees and for their organization into a board 
of trustees, and constitute them the corporate 
authorities of their district. Said sections also 
provide for the appointment of a President and 
various subordinate officers of board, and 
empower the board to pass all necessary ordi- 
nances, rules, and regulations for the proper 
management and conduct of the business in the 
board and of the corporation, and tor carrying 
into effect the objects for which such sanitary 
district is formed. 

Seo. 7 authorizes the Board of Trustees “to 
provide for the drainage of such district by lay- 
ing out, establishing. constructing, and main- 
taining one or more channels, drains, and out- 
lets for carrying off and disposing of the drain 
age (including the sewage) of such district, 
together with such adjuncts and additions there- 
to as may be necessary or proper to cause 
such channels or outiets to accomplish tne 
end for which they are designed in a satisfactory 
manner; also to make and establish docks ad- 
jacent to any navigable channel made under the 

rovisions hereof for drainage purposes, and to 
ease, manage, and control such docks, and also 
to control and dispose of any water which — 
be incidentally created in the construction an 
use of said channeis or outiets. Dut in no 
case shall said board have any power to control 
water after it passed beyond its channel, water- 
Ways, races, or structures into a river, or natural 
waterway or channel, or water-power, or 
dock, situated on such river, or natural water- 
way, or channel; provided. however, nothing 
in this act shall be construed to abriage or pre- 
vent the State from hereafter requiring a portion 
of the funds derived from said water-power, 
dockage, or wharfage to be paid into the State 
Treasury, to be used for State purposes. Said 
channels or outiets may extend outside of the 
territory included within such sanitary district, 
and the rights and powers of said Board of 
Trustees over the portion of such channel or 
outlet lying outside of such district shall be the 
same as those vested in said board over 
that portion of such channels or outlets within 
said district.“ 

Sec. 8 authorizes such sanitary district to 
acquire by rchase, condemnation. or other- 
wise the right of way or privilege, either within 
or without its corporate limits, that may be re- 
quired by us corporate purpose. . 

Sec. 9 authorizes the district to borrow 
money and issue its bonds therefor, but aot so 
as to become indebted to an amount iu the aggre- 
gate exceeding 5 per centum on the valuation of 
the taxable property thereia, and not to exceed 
$15,060,000. 

Sec. 10 provides that before incurring any 
indebtedness the Board of Trustees shall provide 
for the collection of a direct tax sufficient to 
pay the interest as it falls due, and also to pay 
and discharge the principal thereof at maturity, 
and at least within twenty years from the time 
of contraction of the same, but auttor- 
izes the application of the net earnings 
from water-power and docks to the payment of 
the interest or principal, and provides for a cor- 
responding reduction of the direct tax whenever 
such net earnings shall be supplied. 

Sec. 11 directs that all contracts for work to be 
done by such district, the expense of which will 
exceed $500, shall be let to the lowest responsible 
bidder after giving certain notice, but pro- 
vides that no person sball be employed 
on said work who is not a citizen of 
the United States or has not in good faith 
declared his intention to become such citizen, 
and declares that the neglect by any person 
having made such declaration of intention to 
perfect his naturalization for the space of three 
months after he can iawfully do so shall be 
prima facie evidence that his declaration was 
not made in good faith. 

Sec. 12 limits the amount of taxes which 
may be levied and collected by such district to 
one-half uf 1 percentum per annum on the taxa- 
ble property of the district, and prescribes the 
mode of levying and collecting the same. 


Power to Defray the Expense. 


Sec. 13 gives the Board of Trustees power to 
defray the expense of = | imiprovement by spe- 
cial assessment or general taxation, or partly by 
each, and itis provided that it shall constitute 
no objection to a special assessment that the im- 
provement for whisb u 1s levied is partly outside 
of the district, but that no property outside of 
the district shall be assessed and that no prop- 
erty shall be assessed more than it wiil be bene- 
fited by the improvement. 

Secs, 14, 15, and 18 relate to the mode of mak- 
ing special assessments. 

Sec. 16 relates to the mode of making com- 
pensation for private property taken or dam- 


Sec. 17 provides that when it shall be neces- 
sary in making any improvement to enter upon 
any public property, or property held for pabile 
use, the district shall have the power to do so, 
and may acquire the necessary right.of way over 
such property in the same manner as in said act 
provided for acquiring private property, and may 
enter upon, use, widen, deepen, and improve 
any navigable or other waters, waterways, 
anal, or lake, provided the public use thereof 
shall not be unnecessarily interrupted or inter- 
fered with, and that the same shall be restored to 
its former usefulmess as soon as practicable and 
provided that tne district shall not occupy any 
portion of the Illinois and Michigan Canal out- 
side of the limits of the county in which the dis- 
trict is situated for the site of any such improve- 
ment except to cross the same, and then only in 
such a Way as not to impair the usefulness of 
said canal or to the injury of the rights of the 
State therein, and only under the direction and 
supervision Of the Canal Commissioners: and 
provided, further, that no district shall be re- 
quired to make any compensation for the use of 
so much of the canal as lies within the limits of 
the county except for transportation pur 

Sec. 19 makes each sanitary district liable 
for all damages to real estate, within or without 
the district, which shall be overflewed or dam- 
aged by reason of the construction, enlargement, 
or use of @ny channel, ditch, drain, outiet, or 
other improvement under the provisions in the 
act, and provides the mode in which the same 
may be recovered. 

Sec. 2) provides that any channel or outlet 
which shall cause the discharge of any sewage 
ito or through any river or stream of water be- 
yond or without the limits of the district shall be 
of sufficient size and 3 to producè a con- 
— wong! of — ag — 4 — least 200 cubic feet 
per minute for each 1, of the population of the 
district drained thereby, and shall be kept and

And it is further provided that the district may 
correct. modify, and remove obstructions in the 
Desplaines and Illinois Rivers whenever it shail 
be necessary so to do to prevent overfiow or 
damage along said rivers, and shall remove 
the dams at Henry 
Illinois River before any water shall be turned 
into said channel; and the Canal Commissioners 
are empowered, in case they may find a certain 
stage of water produced by said drainage, to re- 
move the lock in the Illinow and Michigan Ca- 
nal at La Salle. 

Sec. 24 provides that when the channel shall be 
completed and the water turned therein to the 
amount of 200.000 cubic feet per minute it shall 
be declared a navigable stream; and that when- 
ever the General Government shali impreve the 
Desplaines and Ithnois Rivers for navigation to 
connect with said channel, it sha!l have full con- 
trol over the same for navigation purposes, but 
not to interfere with the control thereof by the 
district for sanitary and drainage purposes. 

Sec. 2 authorizes any sanitary district 


| formed under said act to permit outlying terri- 


tory to drain into and use its channels and 
drains, and authorizes any district to cohtract 
for the right to use any drain or channel which 
may be made by another district, and fixes the 
terms upon which such contract may be made. 


Provisions for “ater Suppli. 


Sec. 26 provides that whenever in any sanitary 
district there shall be a city, incorporated town, 
or Village which owrs a system of water-works 
ana supplies water from a lake or other source, 
which will be saved and preserved trom sewage 
pollution by the construction by a sanitary dis- 
trict of its main channel, drain, ditch, or out- 
let and che turning of the sewage of such city 
and district therein, and there shall be 
in such district any territory bordering on such 
city. incorporated town, or village which does 
not own any system of water-works at the time 
of the creation of the sanitary district, then, 
upon application of the corporate authorities of 
the lastmentioned city, town, or village, 
the corporate authorities of the city, town, or vil- 
lage having such system of water-works sball 
furnish water at the boundary line between such 
municipalities by means of its water-works to 
the corporate authorities asking for the same in 
such quantities as may be required to supply 
consumers within said territory at no greater 
price or charge than it charges and collects of 
consumers within its limits for water furnished 
through meters in like large quantities. 

The twenty-seventh and last section provides 
that if a channel shall be constructed under the 
provisions of Sec. Wit shall be the duty ot the 
trustees of the district, before any water or sew- 
age shall be admitted therein, to notify the 
Governor, and that. the Governor shall 
appoint three Commussioners who shall be resi- 
dents at certain designated points along the Iili- 
nois River, and that sucb comm'ssion shall meet 
and make examination of the channel to ascer- 
tain whether it is of the character and capacity 
remedied by act, and that if they find it 
in all respects in accordance with the provisions 
of Sec. 23 they shall certify to the Governor. 
who shall thereupon authorize the water 
and sewage to de let into’ said channel; 
but if they found it not in accordance 
with the provision of said act itshail be their 
duty to file a bill in chancery against the dis- 
trict, setting forth wherein the work is deficient, 
and that the court shall thereupon restrain the 
district from letting water or sewage into the 
channel until the further order of 
‘the court; and in case the court, on 
hearing shall determine that the channel is not 
cunstructed in accordance with the provisions of 
said act. said injunction small be continued 
until said provisions are complied with. 
Said Cammissiosers and their engimeer are to 
be paid for their services out of the State Treas- 
ury, such payments to be reimbursed to the 
State by the Sanitary District; and it is further 
provided if any cbannel shall discharge tne 
sewage of morse than 300,000 inhabitants 
into any river beyond the limits of 
the district, it shall be constructed in accord- 
ance with the provisions of Sec. W. and it any 
channel receives its supply of water from any 
river or channel conneciing with Lake Michi- 
gan it shall be construed as receiving its supply 
of water from said lake. 

It is believed that the foregoing résumé of said 
act is sufficiently full to present every feature of 
the act upon which is Dased the claim that it 
embraces a multiplicity of subjects, but 
the ex cies of. this appeal does not 
necessary. for us to consider 
every point of this character made by counsel. 
It may be that there aré some provisions of the 
act which will be found to invoive subjects not 
expressed in the title, though as to whether 
such is the case or not we express no 
opinion, except so far as we shall 
hereafter give to certain points made special 
consideration. It may, however, be said gener- 
ally that none of the points made by counsel in 
this branch of their argument, if sus- 
teined, would invalidate the defendants’ 
title to the office of, trustees of the 
sanitary district ef Chicago. The only conse- 
quence of the inclusion of an act of subjects not 
expressed in the title is the invalidation 
of so much of the act as relates to 
those subjects, and none of the subjects 
alleged to be foreign to the title involve the 
— of the legality of the organization of the 

istrict or of its power to elect trustees to man- 
age its affairs. 

Among the provisions of the act which are 
said to involve subjects foreign to the title is the 
one which forbids the employment upon the 
works to be constructed by the district of any 
person who is not a eiten of the 
United States or bas in good faith declared his 
intention to become such citizen, and which pre- 
scribes what shall be deemed prima facie evi- 
dence of want of. good faith in making such 
declaration of intention. It is said that 
this is an attempt to legislate in regard to the 
naturalization laws of the United States 
and undertakes to modify the rights 
of those wo have declared their 
intention to become citizens, and that it tnere- 
fore involves a subject wholly foreign to 
that expressed in tne title of the act. 
We are unable to view this provision in the 
light here suggested. The creation of municipal 
corporations of a certain character, the subject 
expressed in the title of the act, includes the in- 
vesting of the corporations created with all 
necessary and proper powers, functions, and 
duties, and provisions directing the mode in 
which those 1 functions, and duties shall 
ve exercise and performed and prescrib- 
ing the rules of public policy which shall ob- 
tain and be observed in their performance, 
are clearly germane to the same subject. The 
sanitary districts provided for by the act 
are organized for the purpose of construct- 
ing important publie works, and a pro- 
vision prescribing the qualifications of the 
persons who shall be employed on such works is 
strictly germane to the general subject of con- 
structing the works. And it is competent for 
the Lexislature to establish, as a rule of pub- 
lic policy, that none dut citizens or 
those who in good faith have taken the prelimi 
nary steps to secure naturalization shall be em- 
2 thereon, and also to estavdlish a test 

y which the good faith of persons declaring 
their intention to become citizens may be deter- 
mined. These provisions constitute no interfer- 
ence with the naturalization laws, nor do they 
take from onewbo has declared his intention to be- 
come a citizen any of his mghts. Such deciaration 
of his intention vests him with no right to be em- 

loyed in the construction of these works, and it 
s left wholly to the discretion of the Legislat- 
ure to determine when and under what circum- 
stances a man has only taken the first ste 
toward obtaining naturaltzation shall be qual f- 
fied for emplovmentin the construction of the 
proposed works. 

It is urged. in the next place, that said act. in 
addition to the creation of the sanitary district 
and empowering it to construct and maintain 
a channel capable of producing the requi- 
site flow of water through and out 
of the district, legislates im relation 
to the Desplaines and Illinois Rivers and IIlinois 
and Michigan Canal, and its relations to the re- 
moval of the lock in the causal at La Salle and 
dams in the river at Henry and at Cooper's 
Creek. and gives power to deepen, wides, and 
improve these several waterways, which are the 
property of the State, each of these matters as it 
claimed being subjects distinct from that em- 
braced in the title. 

W tien the Sean of the Act, 
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flowing through said channel 
will be capabie of produc a very large and 
important water power. ut these circum- 
stances alone do not sustain the contention that 
the act embraces a duplicity of subjects. 
It cannot be said that because the 
channel, when constructed, will de ca 

answering the purposes of naviga 
drivng of machinery. ose 
es also entered into the ative 
ntent and that the scheme was unde en with 
the view of constructing a navigable water- 
way and of creating a water power, as well as 
that of promoting and preserving. the public 
heaith by furnishi a suitable and cient 
means of carrying off the drainage and sewage 0:

Drainage the Object Sought. 


Bearing in mind the rule that every reasonable 
intendment should be in favor of the validity of a 
statute. and that every provision capa dle of it 
should receive the construction which will sustain 
the constitutionality of the act, there is, so far 
as this point is concerned, nothing in the act in 
question if we adopt the provisions of Sec. 7, 
which authorizes the district to make and 
establish and to lease, manag, and 
control the same and to control and dispose of 
any water-power which may be meidentallz 
created by the construction and use of said 
channel, and rhavs the rovision of 
Sec. 24, which declares the channel when 
completed to be a navigable stream, which will 
not clearly bear the construction of being re- 
ferable solely to the subject of drainage for san- 
itary purposes. Such is the case with all those 
provisions which fix the locality, description, 
width, depth, and capacity of the channel, and 
prescribe the rapidity of the current and the num- 
ber of thousand feet of water per minute 
which it shall de capable of carry- 
ing off. In other words, every provision of the 
act which relates to the construction and char- 
acter of the channel and also those re- 
lating to the changes and improvements 
to be made in the [Illinois River are all 
capabie of being so construed as to refer solely 
to the subject of drainage, and that construction, 
therefore, is the one which they must receive. 
If then we entirely reject tne provis 
ions of Sec. 7. which relate to docks 
and water power. the.act, so faras any question 
which can now be raised 1s concerned, remains 
wholly usimpaired. No provision which is vital 
to the organization of the sanitary district or to 
the creation of the proposed drainage system is 
in the least affected. 

Sec 24, however, recognizes the obvious fact 
that the contemplated channel, when com- 
pleted in such way as toaccomplish in @ satis- 
factory manner the purpose for which it is 
designed. will constitute a waterway 
capable of being utilized for purposes of naviga- 
tion; and therefore declares what in the ab- 
sence of such declaration would be the fact— 
viz. : 

That when so compieted it shall be a navigable 
stream. Sec. 7 also recognizes the fact that as 
an ineidental result a large and valu- 
able water power will be created by the 
onstruction of the channel and also 
that opportunities will be created for the con- 
struction along its course of valuabie and re- 
munerative 4 by way of docks, and 
which may made the source of consider- 
able revenues. Assuming, as upon every 
recognized principie of construction we must, 
that the creation of these water power and dock 
privileges is not the object or purpose of the 
act, still it is perfectly obvious 
that the accomplishment of that purpose 
will result incidentaly in creation of 
those privileges; and the question is whether 
the district, having, in the prosecution of 
its legitimate enterprise, brought these val- 
uable privileges. into existence, can utilize 
them as a source of reveaue for the purpose of 
paying the indebtedness imourred in the con- 
struction and maintenance of sa'd channel, and 
thus lighten the burden or taxation upon the 
property of the district. — 

To answer this question mm the negative would. 
we think. be placing upon the incidental power 
of municipal corporations a narrower construc- 
tion than the rules of law require. 

Can it be doubted that, if the authorities of the 
district, in the excavation of their 
nel, sbould strike a quarry of 
ble building stone. they would have 
the right, either with or without express 
legislative authority, to derive a revenue from 
the sale of the stone which im the pursuit of 
their legitimate — they are compelled to 
quarry? And i they should 60. 
would they expose themselves to the 
charge of embarking in the inde dent business 
of quarry and dealing stone? Clear- 
lv not © power to dispose of 
the property thus acquired so as to ase the 
proceeds for legitimate corporate purposes 
would seem to be undoubted. And it would 
seem to be equally clear that the sanitary dis- 
trict having, as an incidental result of the prose- 
cution of its corporate enterprise, created val- 
uable water power and dock privileges, 
will have a right to control and utilize those 
privileges for the purpose of raising a 
revenue. 

But it must be admitted that the power of 
the district to lease and control its 
water power. and to construct, lease, and con- 
trol docks along its proposed channel, does not 
now arise, and cannot arise until the chan- 
nel is constructed and the district is in 
a position to exercise the power 
if it exists. Until then the question 
must be regarded as theoretical and not prac- 
tical. Its existence or non-existence, therefore, 
is a matter aside from any question which the 
present litigation can legitimately raise. 

A further point is based upon the language of 
the proviso in Seo. 7—viz.: ‘Provided, how- 
ever. nothing in this act shall be construed to 
abridge or prevent the State from 
hereafter requiring a portion of the 
funds derived from such water-power, dockage, 
or wharfage to be paid into the State Treasury 
to be used for State purposes.“ It is said that

The answer to this point is obvious. The pro- 
viso does not attempt to divert any portion of 
the revenues of tne sanitary districts to the 
State Treasury, but mere declares that 
the act shal not be construed to 
abridge the right of the State to hereafter re- 
quire a portion of the funds to be derived from 
the \.wharfs, docks, and waterpower to be 
paid ‘nto —the State Treasury. The effect of 
the act is to forbid a construction which 
would make of the act an inviolable contract be- 
tween the State and the district by which the 
whole of the revenues of the docks and 
water-power is irrevocably devoted to 
the corporate purposes of the districts. 
It may well be doubted whether the proviso can 
be said to hdve any force whatever, as the chart- 
ers of municipal corporations have been held to 
be contracts within the protection of the Consti- 
tution. Furthermore, the proviso is tn nosense an 
exercise of the power, not even an assertion of 
its existence, nor does it contain the slightest 
intimation that the power. if it exists, 
will ever be executed. If as 
is contended. the exercise of the 
power would be unconstitutional and void, a pro- 
viso which merely abridges the right of the 
State to attempt to exercise such void and un- 
constitutional power can have no legal force or 
significance whatever. 

As to the fourth proposition mentioned at the 
commencement of this _— upon which the 
constitutionality of said act is assailed

Powers of the Legi«iatere. 


Our first inquiry bere, therefore, must be, Is 
the General Assembly ibited by our present

will be seen that Art. 10 of that instrument pro- 
vides for the organization of counties and for 
county government. and that in other articles it 
is ae there will e local govern- 
ment for pu urposes, esignarea as 
cities, towns, ages, school districts, 
and other municipal corporations. But there is 
no specification of the powers that shall be con- 
ferred upon either, and no prohibition of the 
withdrawal of powers once conferred upon one 
and thereafter conferring them upon another.

In Shaw vs. Dennis. 5 Gilm., 405, and Donnin 
vs. Maynard, 15 III., 477, which presented ques- 
tions arising upon a statute enacted under the 
Constitution of 1818, it was held that it was com- 
petent for the General Assembiy to arbitraril 
create a district for the purpose of building an 
repairing a bridge and to impose taxes therefor 
upon persons and property within the dis- 
trict.

THE SANITARY DISTRICT ACT SUSTAINED. 

Supreme Court decisions were filed at Ot- 
tawa yesterday in the two suits brought to 
test the validity of the @anitary District or 
Drainage act. The law was declared to be 
constitutional. All the points which the in- 
genuity of counsel could raise against it 
were overruled. Nothing now prevents the 
Trustees from beginning on the great work 
they were elected to carry out. Wulle there 
were rumors a month ago that the court 
would decide against the law, and these 
rumors have since been repeated, Tux 
TRIBUNE was unable to see how a 
decision which would destroy the law could 
possibly be arrived at on the grounds present- 
ed by the counsel who were attacking it 
without reversing previous dicta of the court. 

Tus TRIBUNE was sure that if the law was 
beaten it would be for some reason not set 
forth in the briefs. The result vindicates its 
judgment. The only surprising thing is that 
the sole dissentient should be Judge Magruder 
of this city. 

Two cases went up tothe Supreme Court. 
One of them was an agreed case, questioning 
the title of the Trustees, and especially the 
power of the Legislature, to give the cor- 
porate authorities of a Sanitary District the 
power to levy taxes and create a debt. The 
other, gotten up by Mr. Root, covered the 
same ground and a great deal more. He ob- 
jected to everything. 

The points chiefly dweit on in the firat of 
these cases were: {1) That the act was in 
violation of that provision of the Constitu- 
tion forbidding the Legislature to pass a 
local or special law when it 1s possible to pass 
a general one on that subject; (2) chat the 
act was an attempt to evade the constitu- 
tional provision limiting the indebtedness of 
municipalities to 5 per cent on the assessed 
valuation by the device of imposing one 
taxing jurisdicton on top of another; and 
(3) that the authorities of the district were 
limited to special assessments asa means of 
defraying the cost of the work as insisted on 
by the singie-tax men, and could not raise 
money by levying tuxes and selling bonds. 

The additional points raised in the other 
suit were: (1) That both the title and the 
act embraced more than one subject; (2) 
that the act embraced subjects which were 
not in the title; (3) that in the election of 
the Trustees asystem of cumulative voting 
unwarranted by the Constitution had been 
employed; and (4) that improper duties had 
been imposed on the Judge of the County 
Court and two of the Circuit Court Judges 
in requiring them to ascertain the bounda- 

ries of the Sanitary District. 

Some of these objections, such as the one 
about the cumulative voting, will be seen at 
agiance to be thrownin merely to fill up. 
The most far-reaching was that as to the 
power of the Legislature to make sucha 
municipality as the Sanitary District, but 
that had been fairly met and answered in the 
South Park case and it was not to be expect- 
ed the court would reverse itself. All the 
points were decided in favor of the Trustees. 
Their titie to their office is perfect. They 
can levy taxes and sell bonds, and the single- 
taxers with their absurd uotions are knocked 
out. The lawisa general and not a special 
one, There is nothing wrong with its title. 
It is not an attempt to evade the organic 
law. 

Undoubtedly the litigation over the Sani- 
tary District will not end here. There are 
conflicting clauses and uncertain provisions 
which may need judicial interpretation. 
Legal objections may be raised which have 
not yet been stated. But the main battle has 
been fought and won. The power of the 
Legislature to create a Sanitary D.strict ana 
give its authorities power to levy taxes and 
create debts has been established and cannot 
be upset. All else is a mere matter of de- 
tail, which, if any point is amiss, can be 
easily remedied by the Legislature. 

The path is now open for the Trustees. 
They can go ahead and raise money, can put 
their engineers in the field, can devise a pian 
of operations, and can soon be in a position 
to let contracts. The decision has come a 
month later than was expected, and they 
may not be able to make much visibie prog- 
ress this year, but by early next spring 
they should have their dredges hard at work. 


CITY BONDS SEEKING A PURCHASER. 

A little over ayear ago the city sold some 
8g per cent bonds at a premium of 2.78 ceats. 
The Administrauon and the Democratic pa- 
pers crowed over this as being due to the 
fact that the Democracy was in power, It 
Was announced to be the first but not the 
last or the least of the blessings Chicago 
would owe to Mr. Cregier. No credit was 
given to Mr. Roche for an Administration 
which had raised the financial standard of 
the city to so high a notch. 

The city is now trying to sell some new 
bonds to take ap some old ones. It has ad- 
vertised widecast, but has been unable to do 
as well as a year ago. The best the Con- 
trolier has been able to de is to get a promise 
from some of the city banks—perhaps the 
ones Sia pio oe city funds, perhaps oth- 
ers- that they tak’ the né

It is stated on behalf of the Administration 
that there is so much sbeculauon now, Owing 
to the Worid's Fair and other causes. and so 


the credit of the city that in | 
active market and the Tot securi- 
tues which paid higher rates city bonds were 


d | in demand. But since bankers seem disin- 


clined to take them much, if any, above par, 
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thousands of men and women in this city 
with money to invest who would jump at a 
chance to put it into a city bond. They know 
nothing about the securities, no matter how 
gilt-edged, which are dealt ia on the stock 
board. Being ignorant, they distrust them. 
They know the city, however, and have 
faith in it. Mayor Harrison appreciated this 
fact, appealed to the people, and was abie to 
dispose of ali the 3.65 bonds he had to offer, 
and coulda have gotter rid of thrice as many 
more. 

Do not sacrifice these bonds for a cent less 
than they will bring if the people are asked 
to come forward and take them. Is a Demo- 
cratic city government afraid to appeal to 
the people? 


THE FOURTH CONGRESSIONAL DISTRICT. 

A campaign circular has been extensively 
distributed in the Fourth District in the in- 
terests of Congressman Adams. It is a 
curiosity in literature and calls for notice. 
The anonymous author begins thus: 

Dear Sir: A bitter fight is being made against 
Congressman George E. Adams, just at the ume 
ee most needs his services in Wash- 

It is not true that a bitter fight” is being 
waged against Mr. Adams or that Chicago 
needs his services in Washington. There is 
a friendiy contest in ine district between the 
friends of Mr. Adams and those of Mr. 
Willits for the nomination. Mr. Adams has 
no mortgage on the district. It is nota sin 
to support ‘another man for the nomina- 
tion. Any Republican in the district may be 
a candidate or support some ower persona than 
Mr. Adams for the nomination without justly 
iticurring the charge of bitterness.“ Mr. 
Adams nas been generously treated in this 
canvass. I half the truth were told in re- 
gard to the use of money amoag the voters 
ot the district to secure his nomination he 
might justly say that the truth was bitter,“ 
but he could not even then say that he had 
been unfairly treated. ö 

The anonymous author cofitinues: 


While Mr. Adams is engaged in our interests 
at his post of duty we would regurd it as a re- 
proach should we fail to rally to his support. 


Mr. Adamsis not engaged in anybody’s 
interest at his post of duty.” He is engaged 
in his own interest at home in eirculating 
about the saloons of his district, distributing 
his cash and his checks indiscriminately 
with a lavishness unparalleled in the bis- 
tory of primary contests in Chicago. This 
preliminary canvass will not, it is safe to 
say, cost him a penny less than 515.000. 
Since the memorabie Astor-Flower contest 
in New York nothing like it has been known 
in American politics. Some of the worst ele- 
ments in the district—as well as some of the 
best—are arrayed in his support; and it is 
folly to pretend that his campaign has been 
conducted on a high piane or that in some 
parts of the district he has appealed to any 
but the most sordid motives in asking for 
support. 

Mr. Adams bas made a mistake—a fatal mis- 
take—in attemptng to get a nomination in 
a district where he really is not wanted as a 
candidate. 

The anonymous author says further: 


A new and untried man, however worthy his 
character or abilities, would necessarily tall tar 
Short of the usefuiness and influence needed at 
Washington. 


This is not o. A new and untried man” 
is much to be preferred to an old man” 
who has been tried’’—and found wanting. 
That is precisely the trouble with Mr. Ad- 
ams. He has been tried in the balance and 
has kicked the beam. The voters of his dis- 
trict do not want him and will not have 
him; and though his checks may fly about 
the district as thick as the leaves of Vailom- 
brosa he cannot buy them to give up their 
preferences and support him. These checks, 
which have been cashed at private houses, 
durug the last few days will make 
an interesting exhivit if tney shall 
be produced in a breach between 
this time and election day. Mr. Adams’ 
name has not been identified with any pub- 
lic measure that has succeeded, unless the 
World's Fair bill can be so called, and 
the whole West was for that. It was no vir- 
tue in Mr. Adams to be for uu. He could not 
have lived in Chicago and been against it. 
With that exception everything wat Mr. 
Adams has taken hold of in Congress—like 
the Manchester and MeMinnville Rebel! claim 
and the Copyright bill—has ignominiously 
failed. 

Tun TRIBUNE has waited patiently for some 
attention to be paid by Mr. Adams to the 
plump and distinct charge in its issue of 
Tuesday that he was debauching the district 
by the use of money. The charge was put in 
plain language in the editorial columns of 
this paper, thus: 

Many Republicans in the Fourth District ob- 
ject to the renewed candidacy of Mr. Adams on 
the score that he has debauched the district by 
the too free use of money. THE TRIBUNE 
Goes not know that tais is true, but 
does know that the charge is freely made 
and not denied; that the name of the 
bank where the money has been disbursed is 
given, with some particulars as to the sums paid 
and the persons to whom they have been paid. 
A specific denial of these charges would be use; ud to 
the cause Of Mr. Adams. It cannot be to the ad- 
vantage of the Republican party to heve as a 
candidate for Congress one who is said to have 
corrupted his district by the use of money at the 


primaries and before the election, and is not re- 
, to enter a prompt and empinatic dentdt to the 


Mr. Adams is the person of whom Emery 
Storrs once said that he could sweat icicles 
in July:“ it appears also that he can sweat 
green backs in June—and he doesn’t deny it. 
He simply makes no response to the pointed 
invitations to plead not guilty” to the in- 
dictment. And in this instance a failure to 
plead not guilty ” is equivalent to a plea of 
„ guilty.” 


TRY FOR THE THIRD MAN. 

Two years ago the Democrats of the 
Eighth Senatorial District, made up of the 
Counties of Boone, McHenry, and Lake, got 
into a faction fight and nominated two men 
for the Lower House. They are so very weak 
in that district that Taz Trisune advised 
the Repudiicans, who had already put two 
men in the field—all they could choose if the 
Democrats concentrated their votes on one 
to pice out an additional candidate and 
Sweep the board. It was poiated out to them 
that they could not possibly iose—that by no 
combination of circumstances could their op- 
— get more than one, and that if the 

cans divided their votes equaily 
among three men there was nothing to hinder 
the electuon of them all. 

But the advice was not taken. Each of the 
Republican candidates felt that as things 
stood he was sure, while if a third man were 
put up one of chem might be defeated. The 
vote showed that Tun Taunus was right. 
The district gave Harrison 8,453 votes, and 
Cleveland 4,215. The Republicans therefore 
could have cast about 8,453 votes for each 
of three Representatives, and the Democrats 
6,322 for each of two. 
as to the success of the two Republicans 
who ran they did not get as many votes as 
they would otherwise have done—some who 


As there was no doubt: 


6,913. Had the votes received by the two 
Republicans been divided between three, 


each would have received 7,833 and would 
have been elected. 


The Republicans of the Eighth’ District 
have already heid their convention, and have 
as usual nominated but two Representatives. 
They did not then know what their oppo- 
nents would do, Since then the Democrats 
have met and have put two men in the fieid. 


‘That leaves no room for doubt as to the duty 


of the Republicans of the district. They 
sbould put on their ticket anotner man at 
once, and take advantage of the opportunity 
offered them by the Democrats. That extra 
man may be badly needed. The capture of 
that seat may decide the political compiex- 


fon of the House or the Legislature. It will 


notdo tothrow away a member when the 
Democrats are boasting with so much seem- 
ing confidence that they mean to carry the 
General Assembly and send Gen. Palmer to 
the Senate. 

The two Republican nominees should not 
put an obstac.e in the way of the addiuon of 
another name to the ticket. If whey and tne 
politicians generally will work to induce the 
Republican voters to deal fairiy with all the 
candidates and give each of them one vote 
they can all be elected.

CITY SCHOOL REORG«NI1ZATION, 

Annexauon compels the reorganization of 
the public school system of Chicago under 
the jurisdicton of the City Board of Educa- 
tion. There are now about 150 different 
schools, ranging in grade from the kinder- 
garten to the high school, and in which near- 
ly 2,000 teachers are employed. it is impos- 
sibie to conduct these schools on the village 
System which has prevailed up to this time. 
The present system—if it can be called one— 
is unwieldy, discordant, and costly. Reor- 
ganization from bottom to top is needed. 

The first cunsideration in formulating a 
new plan should be to center responsibility 
and authority under the Board of Educawuon 
in one Capabie man. Now there are as many 
bureaus in our school system as there are in 
our City Government. Thus the chief engi- 
neer is a department unto himself. The 
cierk runs his branch independently of the 
Superintendent and the bookkeeper, and 
there is wnatis called a business manager 
and also a fiscai agent. Then there are 
superintendents gaiore—superiniendents of 
druwing, of music, of singing, of German, of 
dumbbell exercises, and about a score of as- 
sistant superintendents. 

A General Superintendent, such an officer 
as the plan presented at the meeting of the 
School Board Wednesday provides for, 
should have complete and absolute control 
over all superintendents and heads of bu- 
reaus. They should all report to the chief 
and receive their instructions from him. 
The titles of the various subordinates, too, 
should be as modest as their capacities and 
their respective functions. The General 
Superintendent should, of course, be an edu- 
cational man possessed of good business ca- 
pacity, and should be provided with a good 
educational man for secretary, who ought to 
outrank the other subordinates. The busi- 
ness and fiscal bureaus and the bookkeep- 
er’s department could then be combined 
under one subordinate or agent. The clerk’s 
duties should be performed by the secretary 
or assistant secretary, and the specyal super- 
intendencies shoula be abolished. The dis- 
trict superintendeats or supervisors should 
be capable of supervising or directing all 
manner of scholastic work, German, music, 
drawing, singing, etc., in their respective 
districts. A considérabie saving can be ef- 
fected in this way. 

The proposal of the School Management 
Committee to increase the number of dis- 
trict superintendents and at the same time 
group a numberof. schools in the outiying 
districts under local school bosses is absurd. 
The schools now suffer from oversuperin- 
tendence. The district superintendents ap- 
pointed under the old city board, with three 
or four additional ones for the annexed ter- 
ritory, will do ali the supervising that is need- 
ed. Half ot the so-called superintendencies 
created by the petty suburbaa boards before 
annexation to make piaces for petty local 
politicians ought to be abolished and the in- 
cumbents turned adrift. They are neither 
useful nor ornamental. 

If Mr. Howland is appointed General Su- 
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perintendent—and that he will be and ought 


to be is conceded—his secretary should be 
more a business-mdn than a schoolmaster, 
for Mr. Howland is less a business-man than 
a schoolmaster. At the same time the sec- 
retary should be an educational man who 
understands pedagogical work and financial 
Management. The scheme presented 
Wednesday night by the School Manage- 
ment Committee needs mature considera- 
tion. It is in its present form crude and ap- 
pears to have been drafted to suit individu- 
als—to secure certain officers their places 
and to make places for others. The pubdiic 
discussion of the plan wil probably aid in 
securing an improvement of it.

The following entrant from the last report 
of Mr. Wiliam Whitman (President of the 
National Association of Woolen Manufact- 
urers, who 1s understood to be the real 
author of the woolen schedule in the Mo- 
Kinley bill) to the stockholders of tne Ar- 
lington milis last Maren shows that it is not 
to relieve the manufacturer of woolen goods 
from the fear of bankruptcy that the duties 
on these articles are to 22 
vanced: 

Lhave been your treasurer for a consecutive 
period of twenty years. During this period the 
average earnings have been W810 per centum 
upon the capital. The earnings last year were 
nearly three and a half times those of the year 
previous, and there is every indication that the 
current year will be the most profitable one in 

company’s history. 

These are tne texts. Now for the applica- 
tion thereof. 

How many of the thirteen Republican 
House members from this State who tarough 
perversity or cowardice voted for ine McKin- 
ley bill told their constituents when they 
were pleading for their votes a year and a 
half ago that they intended to support a bill 
increasing the taxes on and adding to the 
cost of these commonest necessaries of life? 
Do they think tney could have been either 


ee or sate ee, 
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Therefore when they voted for the McKin- 
ley bill they broke faith ‘with their constit- 
uetts. Having promised them they would 
try to make times better, they have voted for 
something which will make them worse. 
Their only posdible excuse must be that these 
extra taxes protect the interests of their con- 
stituents or improve their business. But it 
that is to be their pied they must show what 
compensating benefits there are, who will 
get them, and what they will amount to. If 
they think wey can show anything of the 
kind the colunins of Taz TRIBUNE are open 
to them, so that they may set forth with the 
fullest detail how and to what extent their 
constituents are to be benefited and how 
much that benefit will exceed the injury done 
them. 

If they cannot or will not show that the 
damages are to be offset by benefits—the one 
as tangible as the other—ihen tue columns 
of this paper are open to them to expiain 
why they perversely voted to mulet the 
men who trusted them and who gave them 
their votes m November of 1888 on the under- 
stand iag that they would work to lower, not 
to raise, their taxes. They will have to an- 
swer these questions satisfaciorily between 
now and next November or they will lose 
more votes than they can afford. 

It can hardly be believed that Senators 
Farwell and Cullom will vote to increase the 
cost of the necessaries of life without hav-

draw voters from the Democracy to we sup- 
port of the Republican ticket this fall. 

Maybe Senator Cullom, if he intends to 
vote for these higher duties, can give his rea- 
sons therefor and explain we political expe- 
diency of such a vote. For he nas as much 
interest in Republican success this fall us his 
colieague, as, if mne Republicans lose the 
next Legisiature, the Democrats will gerry- 
mander the State in such a way that the Re- 
publicans will have no hope of carry.ng any 
General Assembly for ten years to come, for 
the apportionment once made cannot be 
altered for a decade.

Oar Chicage Doctor of Music. 

The rapid vrogress which Chicago has been 
making in the department of music is empha- 
sized by the action of the Church School at Ra- 
cine, Wis., in conferring upon Mr. Reginald De 
Koven of this city the degree of Doctor of Mu- 
sic. The parchment which Dr. De Koven will 
receive in due course of time is an evidence that 
his fame is not confined to Chicago but has al- 
ready spread into the provinces, and that his 
services for the muse are appreciated in Wiscon- 
sin as well as in Lilinois. 

It is also an occasion for local pride that our 
composer has at an early stage in his career ob- 
tained a distinction which few if any of his con- 
temporaries have yet secured, Prof. Paine of 
Harvardis an eminent mus ical scholar and has 
written many creditable works. Dudley Buck's 
compositions are as well known in Ger- 
many as in the United States. Carl Zerrahn 
for many years has led the ancient 
Handel and Haydn Society of Boston. As- 
gar Hamerik of the Baltimore Peabody In- 
stitute is known as a composer of high 
rank. Mr. Damrosch, though still a young maa, 
occupies an enviabie position as the leader of 
the Symphony and Oratorio Societies of New 
York and the sub-conductor of the Metropolitan 
Opera House, and wears with credit the mantle 
of his distinguished father. Otto Singer of Cin- 
cinnati is confessedly one of the highest Liszt 
representatives in this country, Parker, Kelly, 
Maas, and others have written works which 
have passed the European tests.

That the words “or otherwise” at the end of 
the first clause of this section mean by gen-

Not a Leeal improvement. 


It would be a sufficient answer to this to sa 
that it is not shown by anything in the reco 
before us that the improvement here con- 
templated is a local improvement within the 
meaning of those words as used in this 
clause. In a general sense all improvements 
Witain a municipality are locai—that is, 
they do not extend to all parts of 
the State. They have a locality, are nearer to 
some persons and property than to others, but 
it is evident that is not what is bere 
meant by local improvement,” for if it were it 
would have been more naturai and lucid to have 
said improvements as that other qualification, 
or simply “municipal improvements.” We 
are to give all the words em- 
ployea some meaning if we can and 80 we 
must consider local improvements“ in connec- 
tion with “special assessment,” for the 
local improvement contemplated is one 

can be made by special assessment, 
the corporate authorities shall elect 
to make it in that way. The words spe- 
cial assessment had received a construc- 
tion by this court the Larned case 
and in other like cases, under tne Consti- 
tution of 1848, and at the time of the adoption 
of the present Constitution it was held and has 
since been held to mean assessment to pay 
foran improvement for public purpose upon 
reul property which is, by reason of the locality 
of the improvement, specially benefited. (Gould 
vs. Chicago, 32 III., 472; City of Sterling vs. Galt 
et al, 177 id., 11.) 

But improvements within a municipality are not 
by reason of their locality a special benefit to 
some real property beyond their benefits to real 
property generally throughout the wunic:pality, 
but many times the result is diréctly the reverse 
—that of a positive injury in the loss of values. 
Could Not He Made by “pecial ‘«sectment. 

In such cases it is clear the improvement could 
not be made by special assessment, and itis not 
to be presumed that a constitution would con- 
tain the absurdity of prohibiting the doing of an 
impossibility, as, for instance, that the General 
Assembly should not authorize any but the cor- 
porate authorities of cities, towns, and villages 
to make local improvement by special assess- 
ment when such improvement is of that charac- 
ter that it cannot made by special assess- 
ment. ae ; 

That this is the correct view is further con- 
firmed by the fact that in numerous cases de- 
cided by this court under statates enacted since 
the adoption of the present Constitution the right 
to levy and collect general taxes by Park Commis- 
sioners for park purposes, by Highway Commis- 
sioners for and bridge purposes. and b 
School Directors for the building of school- 
houses, bas passed unchallenged and been tacit- 
ly recognized by us to be within constitutional 
authority, and it can surely need no argument to 
prove that such corporawons are of precisely the 
same class or grade as are sanitary districts, 

We-must hold the words local improve- 
ment in this connection to mean an improve- 
ment thatcan be made by special assessment. 
Whether in a given case an improvement is of 
that character that it can be made by special as- 
sessmeent is a question of fact and not of law. 
It is quite a that the relation of benefits 
and cost of improvements to particular property 
would be very different in tue case of a great 
drain intended to benefit an extended area of 
city and county by affording outlets for a vast 
number of sewers and also an outiet for the 
stagnant waters of rivers and lakes than they 
would be in the construction of an ordinary 
sewer benefiting only contiguous property hold- 
ers by carrying off the sewage flowing from their 
property. 

We cannot take notice as a matter of law that 
the drain here contemplated is a local improve- 
ment withia the contemplation of the first clause 
of’ Sec. 9% et al, of the Constitution, so that 
it can de made by a “special assessment,.“ and 
there is no allegation to that effect in the bill. 
But we need not rest the decision of the ques- 
tion on this ground, It is a familiar rule of con- 
struction that when general words follow partic- 
ular words the former can mean only things 
or persons of the same kind or class as those 
which are particularly mentioned. 1 
on Statutes and Constitutional Law, : Drake 
etal. vs. Phillips, 40 III., 388; Brush vs. Lemma, 
77 ib., 498) and so here the words or otherwise 
in this clause, which are general, must mean or 
otherwise assessing the cost of the improve- 
ment against the property actually or presump- 
tively benefited thereby.“ that being the kind or 
class of assessments particulariy mentioned, 

But again there could have been but two pur- 
poses in adopting this clause, one to remove the 
restriction held in the Larned case and other 
like causes to be imposed upon the General As- 
sembly by Sec. 5 of Art. 9 of the Constitution of 
1848, and of course by like langua in the pres- 
ent Constitution unless qualified by other 
language preventing it from authorizing local im 
provements to be made at the expenses of the

General Taxation Not Ineluded. 


It the words or otherwise include general 
taxation they include every possible way in 
which localimprovements Can be made except 
by special assessment and special taxation of 
contiguous property, and so to hold that it was 
intended that no municipal corporation except 
cities, towns, and villages shall be authorized by 
the General Assembly to make local improve- 
ments by special assessments, by special taxa- 
tion of contiguous property, or by general 
taxation, as contended by counsel, is 
but to hold that it was intended that no 
municipal corporation except cities, towus, and 
villages shall be authorized to make local im- 
provements. That this could not have been in- 
tended we think is obvious for several reasons. 
In the first piace special assessments were not 
dondemned in the Larned case and other like 
cases under the Constitution of 1848, and so, even 
if this clause had not been inserted, would have 
been admissible under the present Constitution. 
The words, “by spevial assessment, could not 
therefore have deen used to prevent 
any restriction that would otherwise 
have existed uader the preseat Constitution 
But they express a mode of making a local im- 
prove ment in contradistinction to that by general 
taxation, and so must have been used in connec- 
tion with the words “or by special assessment 
of contiguous 8 to limit the local im- 
provements which cities, towns, and villages 
only could make to those modes, and hence by 
the same rule of construction applied in Updike 
vs. Wright—namely: that the express mention 
of one thing is the exclusion of another. (Smith's 
Const. on Statutes and Constitutional Law, Sec. 
508.) 

While municival corporations other than cities, 
towns, and villages shall not be authorized to 
make local improvements dy special assess- 
ments or by special taxation of contiguous prop- 
erty, they may be authorized to make them by 
general tuxation. In this view it is most prop- 
able that the words, or otherwise,” were used 
to exclude the possibility of misapprehension, 
because only cities. towns, and villages 
could be authorized to make local improvements 
% by special taxation of contiguous property.“ 

They could not be authorized to make them by 
general taxation. The prohibition is not against 
cities, towns, and villages. for the effect of tne 
first clause is to remove all restrictions upon the 
General Assembly in empowering them to make 
local improvements, bu: itis against the other 
municipal corporations. This, however, is soleiy 
by virtue of the clause requiring taxation to be 
uniform in respect to persons and property with- 
in the jurisdiction of the body imposing the 
same, and can extend no further. words, 
“for other corporate purposes, in the second

The balance of the section was adopted to in- 
vest the General Assembly with power 
ize the formation of drainage districts and in- 
vest their corporate authorities with power to 
make drains, levees, ete.. and keep them in re- 
. by special assessment which in Updike vs. 

right, supra, it was held that it did not pos- 
sess under the then existing provisions of the 
Constitution, and it operated therefore as an 
amendment in part of that section; also Blake 
vs. People. 100 III. 505; Owners of Lands vg. the 
People, 113, id. 306 We must therefore now read 
Sec. 9, Art. 9 as thus amended, and so reading it, 
its language must be thus: The General As- 
sembiy may vest the corporate authorities ot 
cities, towns, villages and drainage districts 
with power to make local improvements 
by special assessments. The General Assembly 
may vest the corporate authorities of cities, 
towns, and villages with power to also make 
local improvements by special taxation of con- 
tiguous property. For all other purposes all mu- 
nicipal corporations may be vested with author- 
ity to assess and collect taxes, but such taxes 
shail be uniform in respect to persons and prop- 
5 within the jurisdiction of the body imposing 
the same.’ 


Iuterpreting the Constitation, 


This and this only is the extent of this amend- 
ment to the Constitution so far as it has bearing 
upon any question arising upon this rec- 
ord. Before its adoption drainage districts 
could not be invested with power to make 
local improvements by special assessment; 
only cities, towns, and villages could be invested 
with such power. Since its adoption drainage 
distriots as well as cities, towns, and villages can 
make local improvements by special assess- 
ments, but cities, towns, and Villages can also 
make local improvements by special 
taration of roperty, which 
drainage districts 0. The effect 
of the amendment is the same as 
a grant of power to the General Assembly in 
that it enables the General Assembly to now do 
what by reason of previous constitutional re- 
strictions it could not before do; but itis not in 
fact agrant, buta simple removal of the pre- 
vious constitutional restrictions, enabling the 
General Assembly to exercise original wers 
which was by those restrictions prohibited 
from exercising. 

The rule of construction that we referred to in 
the commencementof this opinion—namely: that 
the Constitution is not to be regarded as a grant 
of legislative power to the General Assembly. 
but merely as restriction upon its powers being 
kept in view. the first clause of Sec, 9, Art. 9, as 
amended oaly amounts to this: First, the General 
Assembly shall not vest the corporate authori- 
ties of municipal corporations other than cities, 
towns, villages, and drainage districts with power 
to make local improvements by special asséss- 
ment. Second, the General Assembly shall not 
vest the co rate authorities of municipal cor- 
porations other than cities, towns, and villages 
with power to make local improvements by spe- 
cial taxation of contiguous property, ete. And 
so the power to authorize the formation 
of sanitary districts, and to invest therein cor- 
porate authorities with power to levy and col- 
lect general taxes for corporate purposes is en- 
tirely unaffected by this amendmeat. It may be 
that the General Assembly is prohibited 
from authorizing the formation and 
investing their corporate authorities with 
power to make improvements otherwise 
than by special assessment because such pur- 
poses are, as intimated in Hessler vs. Drainage 
Oo., 58 III., 105, and Houston vs. Board of Di- 
rectors. 71, id.. 318, private and not municipal. 
But as to this we express no opinion, for it can- 
no. affect the present case, since as we have 
seen sanitary purposes are beyond all question 
legitimate objects of muninitipal government. 

econd, the language of Sec, 12, Art. 9, of the 
Constitution is: “No county, city, township, 
school district, or other municipal corporation 
shall be allowed to become indebted in any way 
onfor any purpose to ap amount including exist- 
ing indebtedness exceeding in the aggregate 5 
per centum on the value of the taxable 
property therein, to be ascertained by the last 
assessment for State and county taxes previous 
to the inourring of such indebtednéss.’’. ly would 
be difficult to employ language making it plainer 
that the vrohibinon is on each corporation 
singly, and not upon two or more in the aggregate. 
The boundaries of this sanitary district are not 
coterminous with the City of Chicago or any other 
municipality, nor are the persons and property 
within its limits the same or substantially the 
same as those within the limits of the City of 
Chicago or of any other municipality. 


Distinct from City Govern ment. 


The district was organized pursuant to an af- 
firmative vote of the electors. withiu its limits as 
a municipal corporation for sanitary purposes 
entirely distinct from and independent of 
the government of the City of Chicago 
and of that of every other munici- 
pal corporation, and it has municipal 
authorities of its own elected by the electors 
Within the district pursuant to the requirements 
ofits charter whose func ons are u no wise 
connectea with any other municipal govern- 
ment. The caseis therefore wholly unlike Dur- 
ham vs. The People, 96 III. 331. where it was 
held the park district was for the City of Chicago. 

This corporation is as independent of every 
other municipal corporation as is a township 
under township organization, and the case is 
therefore analogous to W., St. L. and P. railway 
company vs. cCleave, 108 Lilinois, 368, where 
um was deild that a like objection was 
untenable. But it is said that if new corpora- 
tions may be created and vested with some of 
the functions of local government of pre-exist- 
ing corporations this section of the Constitution 
may be rendered a dead letter by the mere mul- 

By of municipal corporations. 

t will be quite time enough to meet that ques- 
tion when it shall arise. A case presenting the 
question of the power of the General Assem- 

authorize the redistribution of 
ot an existing city, 
village, to a number 
of corporations equal to the number of the pow- 
ers distributed for the purpose of getting rid of 
restrictions upon the old corporation is so essen- 
tially, palpably ‘different from the present 
case that it would de entirely irrele- 
vant to stop to consider it. The present 
Legislature may be unwise, improvident, even 
vicious, but it does not follow that it is uncon- 
stitutional. Under the most perfect Constitu- 
tion there must be much discretion in the Legis- 
lative Department for an abuse of which there 
can be no remedy in the courts. 

This legislation represents to the fullest ex- 
tent the principie of local self-government; the 
law is not forced upon an enwiliing community. 
The mode of fixing the limits of the district is, 
it is true, arbitrary, but this is inevitable in 
the organization of any new municipality. 
Before there can be any good some power must 
arbitrarily determine where its boundaries shall 
be, for otherwise it cannot be known who are to 
take part in organizing, electing, etc. And so 
there can be here no valid 
tions in that respect. 80 far 
is possible in any case for 
inhabitants of a district to select for themselves 
a municipal government. This municipal gov- 
ernment has been selected by the people of this 
district. As we have before seen, we can only 
condemn legislation for unconstitutionality 
waere some provisions of constitution can be 
pointed to as plainly and palpably violated. It 
is not enough that the principle of some particu- 
lar restriction would, if extended, prohivit the 
Legislature. The prohibition of a thing by name 
in the Constitution is equivalent to an admis- 
sion of what is not named. [Prettyman 
vs. The Supervisors, ete., 19 III., 4111. 
Since, therefore. we have been unable to find 
any denial. express or implied, in the Constitv- 
tion of power in the Generul Assembly to author- 
ize the formation ofa sanitary district as provided 
in this act, we must hold that the clause 
of the Constitution in question applies to this 
district precisely as it does to any other inde- 

ndent municipal corporation and that there- 
ore the indebtedness of other municipalities 
cannot be taken into consideration in determin- 
ing the limit to which it may incur indebted- 
ness. 

. The only prohibition against the forma- 
tion of 2 corporations by lacal or special 
legislation is Sec. 2, Art. 4 of the Constitution. 
Sanitary districts, or drainage districts for sani- 
tary purposes, are not enumerated in that section. 
The municipal corporation expressly mentioned 
are only “cities. towns, and vill ” and tne 
rule hereinbefore aliuded to that expression 
of one is the exclamation of another is applicable.

Loxpox, June 12.—A crowded meeting of 
the Conservative party was held this after- 
noon at tne VUariton Club to consider the 
present state of business in Parliament. The 
Government summoned the meeting in con- 
sequence of the obvious inability to pass 
its three great measures for dealing with 
the licensing question, tithes, and Irish 
land purchase. Lord Salisbury took the 
chair. All the other members of the Cabi- 
net were present. The cheermg with which 
they were received was much less cordial 


than usual. 

Lord Salisbury dwelt at some length on the 
backward condition of business and on the 
impossibility of fighting against obstruction- 
ists with present weapons. He therefore pro- 
posed a reat alteration in the rules 
of the ouse of Commons, enabling 
bills to be taken up at each session 
at the stage where they were left the 
previous year. This evoked stormy opposi- 
tion, most unusual in a Conservative meet- 
ing, where everything proposea by the lead- 
ers usually meets with acceptance. The 
warmth of feeling evidently took the Minis- 
try by surprise. At one time it looked like a 
revolt. ember after „ per 
against the revolutionary p ing and 
urged an autumao session in preference. A 
vote was demanded, but this was judiciously 
avoided. The Ministry, seeing the force of 
the wind, trimmed their sails accordingly. 
Instead of pressing their proposals they nu- 
dertook to consider well what had been said, 
and the meeting broke up with nothing de- 
cided. Mr. Smith spoke and was cordially 
received. Mr. Goschen prudentiy kept in 
the background. 

It is many years since such formidable dis- 
sensions have broken out in the Conserva- 
tive party or the leaders have been so boldly 
taken to task. The result must be the aban- 
donment of the Ministerial plan and an au- 
tumn session, probably involving changes in 
the Cabinet. The exultation of the Giad- 
stonians over this outbreak is boundless. 
They will now press harder than ever for a 
general election. I hear that Mr. Smith will 
retire from office and from the House of Com- 
mons as one result.

But you must 
remember that men who wantto hire tools 
to commit crimes don’t into the churches 
to find them. We will call one man—Stephen 
Collins—to whom W. F. Mitchell. who is 
conspicuous for his absence in this case, 
went in February and told that Corcoran 
wapted him to register men in the Twenty- 
fourth Ward to heip elect his friend—Mc- 
Abee—to the Common Council. Collins 
went to Corcoran, Who promised to pay him 
well. Men were taken to No. 7 and No. 13 
North Clark street and to the Hotel 
Superior, where McAbee guuranteed that 
cheir board would be paid. On election da 
other.men were given slips of paper wit 
these names on and they went to the polis 
and yoted and from Corcoran or White re- 
ceived 50 cents in a certain saloon after each 
vote.

4 Reduction of 2% Cents im All Lake and 
Rall Tariff’ Ordered te Take Effect 
Next Monday—What Led to the Move— 
The Ogdensburg Lin’ Steamer W. J. 
Averill Ashore on South Manitou Island 
and Jettisontng Her Oarge More 
Whaleshaped Steamers. 


In the war over east-bound freight the lake and 
rail lines squarely locked horns with the rail- 
roads yesterday, and late in thé afternoon orders 
were received from the General Managers’ meet- 
ing at Buffalo to drop tariff rates on fifth and 
sixth classes 2½ cents to all points, the reduo- 
tion to go into foree next Monday, the 16tn inst. 
The new rates are:

The special commodity rates by all rail lines are 
23 cents to New York on lard and provisions, and 
20 cents on flour, grain products, and oilcake. 
The lake and rail lines, by the reductions, pre- 
serve the aifferential of Scents per 100 pounds, 
which nas long been customary, but which the 
railroads seem disposed to reduce if not entirely 
wipe out this season. 

The most remarkable thing about the move of 
the lake and rail lines is that at a meeting in the 
morning it was decided to maſutain the old 
rates, but at the afternoon session this action 
was reconsidered, and the reductions ordered. 
It is said that the cause of this change was evi- 
dence t the old rates were being cut by lines 
which did not care to be frozen out of traffic dur- 
— the progress of the east-bound war of the 

lroads. The lake and rail managers had hesi- 
tated about joining directly in that struggle, but 
With evidence rates were being cut in their 
possession they took a decided stand. 

The Lehigh Valley and the Lackawanna are the 
lines charged with doing the cutting, but for the 
Lehigh Valley P. H. Fiem the Chicago 
agent, entered a specific denial. “If 1 were 
cutting rates the line would be getting more 
package freight than it is,“ said he, and the 
clearances at the Custom Hause show that the 
Lehigh Valley boats are carrying grain princi- 
pally. At Milwaukee, however, it is claimed 
that line is getting more flour than all the others 
combined. Custom House reports show that 
none of the lines are carrying a fifth part of the 
package freight usual at this season of the year, 
and that is doubtless the main cause in the de- 
termination to join issue with tne railroads 
rather than rate cutting, although the latter was 
the straw that turned the scale,

THE W. J. AVERILL ASHORE. 


On South Manitou Isiand—Jettisoning Her 
Carga. 

GLEN HAVEN, Mich., June 12.—|Special.]—The 
steamer W. J. Averill of the Ogdensburg line 
went ashore on the west end of South Manitou 
Island this morning in a heavy fog. She is out 
to her ten-foot mark forward, but has seventeen 
feet under her stern up to her No. 3 gangway.

The Averill cleared from Chicago last Wednes- 
day with 50,000 bushels of corn and 25,000 bushels 
of oats for Ogdensburg.

GENERAL MAKINE NEWS. 


The City of Traverse Orashes Inte a An- 
_waukee Breakwater. 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., June 12.—[Special.]—Dur- 
ing the fog between 7 and 8 o’clock this morning 
the Lake Superior line’s steamer City of Traverse 
crashed into the south end of the north arm of 
the Government breakwater in Milwaukee Bay. 
She must have been under considerable head- 
way at the time, as ner stem was driven through 
the timber of the cribwork and forced upon the 
rock filling so hard that it took the tug W. H. 
Simpson twenty-minutes to pull herolear. She 
bears no Visible scars as the result of the bout. 
The damage to the breakwater is considerable. 


Two Cents to Baffalo the Rate. 

Two cents promises to be the Buffalo rate on 
corn and 1% cents on oats for sometime. Every- 
thing is taken at these rates without question, 
and vesselmen are not talking of an advance. To 
Kingston 3% cents is being paid on corn, and to 
Ogdensburg 3% cents was bid. Georgian Bay 
and Sarnia are flat at 1% cents for oats. Hugh 
MacMillan, agent of the Western Transit com- 
pany, states bis line did not hold out against 
through lake and rail rates on grain, but led 
that movement. His new grain ta dated June 
9, bears out his statement, At Buffalo coal 
freights were firmer all along the line. 

CLEVELAND, O., June 12.—The Marine Review 
says: There is every indication of better ore 
freights. One steamboat was chartered for ore 
from Ashland for the balance of the season at 
$1.35, or 15 cents above the going rate. Escanaba 
tonnage was wanted today, but boats could not 
be induced to take 85 cents, and as there were a 
few quiet engagements it is probable that better 
than that figure was paid, he last week the 
supply of coal has n fairly liberal at all of 
the docks, and cargoes for both Lake Michigan 
and Lake Superior have been obtained readily. 
Vessel-men are slow in accepting 45 cents to 
Lake Superior.”

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CHANGES IN THE TARIFF BILL, 


The Senate Committee Makes Reductions 
on Several Articles. 


WasHineTon, D. C., July 12.—[Special |— 
The Finance Committee of the Senate has 
finished its first review of the McKinley bill 
and will now go over the whole bill anew 
and detinitelv decide the disputed points that 
were temporarily passed over for conven- 
ience, and it is not unlikely that some of the 
schedules already agreed upon may be 
changed again. In its first review tae com- 
mittee was as unstable as the Ways and 
Means Committee. The committee wabbled 
from day to day, changing some items twice 
and in at least one instance chang- 
ing its decision four times. This see- 
sawing was partially due to the fact 
that the committee was nearly evenly divi- 
aed on some questious and one or more ab- 
sent members coming in changed the work 
of the day before. | 

It is uuderstood that the committee has 
made in all about 150 changes in the bill, 
some of which are not important, but many 
of them are reductions of rates provided in 
the McKinley bill. The duty on lumber is 
reduced from $1.50 in the McKinley bill to 
$1 per thousand. Senator Washburn of 
Minnesota, Senator Sawyer of Wisconsin, 
Senator Stockbridge of Michigan, and one or 
two other representatives Who are said to 
be largely interested in pine lands in Canada 
informed members of the Finance Committee 
that they would not object to a reduction in 
the duty on lumber. Representative Wheeler 
of Michigan, the shipbuilder, who buys a 
great deal of lumber, and otnmer manufac- 
turers say that such a change would not ro- 
duce the price of lumber to the consumer, 
but would merely result in giving the Cana- 
dians an increased price for their product. 
A member of the ays and Means Com- 
mittee states that at one time the com- 
mittee decided to put lumber on the free 
list, but Representative Burrows of Michigan, 
who had voted for it, aftefwards changed 
his vote, and the duty was fred at 61.50. 
Representative Gear of the Ways and Means 
Committee and Senator Allison favor 
lumber. 

The Finance Committee has resisted the 
pressure brought to bear in favor of putting 
raw tin on the dutiable list, and it remains 
on the free list. Tin-plate and lead smeiting 
ores remain on the dutiable list as fixed by 
the McKinley bil. The linen and hemp 
rates are made the same as in the Senate 
bili of last year, which is a redughon from 
the rates provided by the, McKinley bil, 
but an increase on the rates under tue ex- 
isting law. The sugar schedule is not yet 
fixed, but it is said that it is not likely to be 
changed. 

It is the common opinion among members 
of the House that the Rowell Election bill, 
as amended by direction of che Republican 
caucus, will pass the House with few, if any, 
dissenting votes on the Republican side. 
Some members think it is impolitic to extend 
Government supervision of elections, and 
others think it wil be a dangerous step to 
give the prima facie right toa seat in Con- 
gress to a man returned as elected by tne 
National Supervisors in the face of a State 
return in favor of another person.

extraordinary course of terminating debate 
and forcing a vote bya special change of 
rules. Few Senators would care to go to 
that extreme, but when the contention waxes 
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‘hot they may be brought up to the work of

VOLDING TRIAL BY JURY. 


existing, but from a jurist experienced in 
human affairs the su tion that it gives to 
summary evasions of and contempt for all 
tor ms of law, as foolish and expensive lum- 
ber, is fraught with peril. can the un- 
learned but well-meaning crowd be restrained 
from cutting loose from the tedious and dila- 
tory forms of an accusation, a grand jury, 
an indictment, a petit jury, a Judge not capa- 
ble of controlling tne finders of the facts, a 
fixed code of evidence, a fixed penaity, an 
appeal, anda Pardon Board or Executive, 
when nine genuemen at the head of the legal 
profession express their gratification at this 
innovation? 

It is worth while to look into the origin of 
this system of jurisprudence, which wus as 
unknown to the common law as the Oriental 
system ofadministering justice, and, I may 
add, as unfitted to deal with the problems of 
the common law. 

I need not say that no man within the limits 
of constitutional law was more despotic than 
Lord Eldon, and he was as a common- 
law as be was an equity lawyer. His dis- 
claimer of all jurisdiction over the person or 
personal liberty or over causes not involving 
rights to property is well known. A tres- 
pass cannot be enjoined unless it involves 
permanent injury to property. Anything 
savoring of political law or criminal 
law was disavowed. And why? We cer- 
tainly never expected there would be a 
necessity to point out this elementary princi- 
ple upon such an occasion. We have known 
a Sheriff’s election conducted in chancery, 
and were once on the verge of having our 
late civil war brought to an end by the en- 
joining of levying troops in Pennsylvania— 
at least this is our recollection of the matter; 
but no One suspected tne gentlemen then on 
the bench of knowing the difference be- 
tween law and equity—a majority of one 
saved us from the absurdity. But we are ac- 
customed to look to the Supreme Court of the 
United States as persons informed as to the 
elementary pringiples ot jurisprudence. If 
a trespass is not within the preventive juris- 
pradence of equity, is it mot a fortiori that 
crime is not? And we have the distinct 
statement of the great equity lawyer of 
America as Chancellor: “If a charge be of a 
criminal natute and does not touch the enjoy- 
ment of property it ought not to be brought 
within the direct jurisdicuon of this court, 
which was intended to deal only in matters 
of civil right resting on equity, or where the 
remedv at law was not sufficiently adequate.“ 
(Attorney-General vs. Utica—2 John Cn. R., 
878.) The jurisdiction over public nuisances 
is disclaimed - (p. 879). 

No one disputes that the Legislature, if not 
restrained, may do as they please in regard 
to crimes; probably they even adopt the 
scheme that Alice found in the Wonderland 
ot first sentencing ana then trying. What 1 
complain of, and what I think cannot be too 
seriously condemned, is this introduction of 
tne Oriental or Turkish system into the crim- 
inal jurisdiction of the country by a Legis- 
lature and the laudation of it by this court. 
I object to our being made a buttin the law 
courts, as we certainly will be, for they now 
read our reports, if this is our notion of what 
equity is. 

There is no sort of question that the sale 
of liquor is a source of great evil, though in- 
trinsically as harmless as selling bread or 
meat; and if any one can devise a plan to 
withdraw the temptation which an indis- 


deserve a statue larger than Washington. 
But is it the only crime? And can any one 
doubt that, if this new system is applied to 
crime generally or to crimes not capital, our 
constitutions will become waste paper in 
— a guarantee they give for personal lib: 
erty 
Is it possible that one must still defend 
these forms or the open trial by jury? Is it 
possibie that we must protest against a rec- 
ommendation from the Supreme Court of the 
United States to use ex parte affidavits with- 
out the chance of cross-examination on a mo- 
tion to fine and imprison for disobeying a 
prohibition of a statute? To say that the 
command of the court added force to the 
statute is an absurdity on its face. To say it 
created a distinct crime, to sanction a dis- 
tinct system of remedies, 1s worthy of the 
star chamber at its worst. 
Tue fact that any court could have so far 


‘overlooked one of the greatest, if not great- 


est, safeguards of civil liberty, and that a 
Legislature could have so utterly disregarded 
the rights of its citizens to that protection, 
warrants the most strenuous efforts to expose 
the fallacy by those who think itis one. 

That there should be misapprehension on 

this subject is tot remarkable. Lord Eldon 
pointed out the actions of Mr. Justice Buller 
and Lord Mansfield in recognizing rules of 
equity, as also rules at law, as tounded in 
pure ignorance of the Constitution and 
doctrine of this court pees dag (Evans 
vs. Beckneil, 4 Vesey, 185). 
He was then speaking of a subject near 
akin to the present—viz.: that a species of 
jurisdicuon could safely be exercised by 
courts of equity which could not 
with due regard to the safety of 
the community be exercised by courts 
of law, and those who have wir 
nessed the attempts todo this in Pennsy!l- 
vania can bear testimony to the truth of the 
remark. The presentis an illustration of 
the impossibility of applying the culiar 
remedy of equity to crime or personal conduct if ir- 
responsibie despotism is regarded as an unde- 
sirabie feature iu governments. The mistakes 
of Lord Mansfield ana Mr. Justice Buller 
would require a lengthy technical essay to 
explain, and then it would be thought by 
many that they were right; but 1 think the 
most careless mind and the least thoughtful 
person cannot fail to see thut equity forms of 
procedure cannot be applied to crimes; above 
all that the attempts to apply the preventive 
remedies to personal conduct is utterly in- 
compatible with political liberty, ana by 
sweeping away all limitations on the meas- 
ure of punishment,* is also inconsistent with 
the principles of government as recognized in 
this country.

OPENED WEAK AND CLOSED STRONG. 


Stocks Affected by a London Failure and 
a Kise la Richmond Terminal. 


New. York, June 12.—[Special. |—Stocks 
opened dull and weak; closed active and 
strong. The weak opening was due largely 
to the failure of Mr. Macotta, a Londop job- 
ber in American shares. The strong closing 
was caused by a sharp rise in Richmond 
Terminal and Sugar Trust certificates, pros- 
pects of a restorauon of rates by the West- 
ern Freight Association, which met this 
afternoon, anc. the alleged better outlook for 
an agreement on the Silver biil. Early 
cables brought lower quotauons and selling 
orders, and these encouraged traders here to 
attack the market. The only notable de- 
clines, however, were 1½ in Sugar Trusts 
and 2 in Oregon and Transcontinental. As 
both of these closed higher than last even- 
ing there was not much profit for the bears. 
Later cables brought better quotations 
and buying orders from London, together 
with the statement that the delinquent jobo- 
ber could pay all creditors in full and that 
the failure was of no consequence after all. 
The market, nowever, continued dull, and 
for most stocks heavy until well into tle aft- 
ernoon, when shorts were made uneasy by 
the steady advance of Richmond Terminal, 
by the favorable news from Washington and 
the West, and by the sharprise in Sugar Trusts 
on the news that the formality of obtaining 
the court’s permission to pay the 215 per cent 
dividend July 1 bad been successfully com- 
plied with. When the traders turned to buy 
stocks they found few on sale, and the re- 
sult was an active trade, in which the earlier 
declines were recovered and the whole list 
closed on a smart net advance. In most in- 
stances the rise is only fractional. Rich-

THE HOUSE WILL NOT INSIST ON THE 
| ANTI-TRUST AMENDMENT. 


By a Vote of 12 to 115 it Rejects the Con- 
'ference Report on the Bill and Asks 
tor a Further Conference—In the Sen- 
ate the Peusion Bill Is Discussed and 

Ordered Printed — Senator Evarts on 
the Silver Bill — General Washington 
Newa. 


Wasurneton, D. C., June 12.— The House 
this morning by a vote of 12 to 115 re- 
jected the conference report on the Anti- 
Trust bill, 

Mr. Stewart then moved a further con- 
ferehce with instructions to the House con- 
terrees to recede from the House amend- 
ment. The motion was agreed to—yeas 106, 
nays 98. : 

This amendment provides that every con- 
tract or agreemeut entered into for the pur- 
pose of preventing the sale or purchase of 
any commodity transported from one State 
or Territory to be sold in another, or so con- 
tracted to be sold, or to prevent competition 
in the transportation of persons or property 
from one State or Territory into another, 
shall be deemed unlawful within the mean- 
ing of this act; provided that the contracts 
here enumerated shall not be construed to 
exclude any other cofitract or agreement de- 
clared unlawful in this act. 

As agreed to in conference this amend- 
ment was made to read. Every contract 
or agreement entered intofor the purpose of 
preventing competition in the transportation 
of persons or property from one State or 
Territory into another, so that the rates of 
such transportation may be raised above 
what is just and reasonable, shail be declared 
unlawful within the meaning of this act. 
And nothing in this act shall be deemed or 
held to impair the powers of the several 
States in respect of any of the matters in 
this act mentioned. 

Mr. Spooner of Rhode Island presented 
and the House agreed to the conference re- 
port on the Military Academy Appropriation 
bill. Mr. Henderson of lowa, trom the Com- 
mittee on Appropriations, reported an urgent 
deficiency Dit. appropriating $3,708,000 for 
the payment of pensions and $3,075,000 for 
expenses of the eleventh census. Passed. 

Mr. Hitt of Iilinois, from the Committee on 

Foreign Affairs, reported back the Lodge 
resolution calling on the Secretary of tue 
Treasury for informaiion as to tne refusal of 
the Cunard Steamship company to give a re- 
turn passage to certain immigrants brought 
to this country in violation of the contract 
labor law. Adopted. 
a Mr. Morrow of California presented the 
conference report on the Pension Appropria- 
tion bill. The report, which is a disagreeing 
one, was adopted, and a further conierence 
was ordered. 

A Senate bill was passed granting to the 
Chicago, Kansas and Nebraska railroad 
company power to convey to the Rock Island 
and Pacific railroad company its rights, 
property, and franchise in the Territory of 
Oklahoma and the Indian Territory. 

The House then went into Committee ot 
the Whole for the consideration of tne Agri- 
cultural Appropriauon bill. The committee 
soon rose and the bill was passed. 

The House then took a recess, the evening 
session to be for the consideration of bilis 
reported from the Committee on Com- 
merce. 

The Day in the Senate. 

In the Senate the House pili for the estap- 
lishment of new harbor lines in Portage 
Lake, Mich., was reported and passed. 

Mr. Davis presented the conference report 
on the 8 Pension bill, and, at the 
request of . Cullom, proceedea to explain 
it. As to the question of depend ant parents, 
he said that all the change made by the bili 
from the existing law was that, whereas the 
existing law reg dependency to exist at 
the ume of the soldier’s death tne pending 
measure merely required dependency at the 
time of the applicawon. 

Mr. Davis said that when the bill was first 
before the Senate ne had estimated its cost 
at $35,908,000. He thought that the charges 
made would add about $4,000,000 to the cost. 
His opinion was that the bili would add be- 
tween 41,000, 000 and $42,000,000 a year to the 
present cost ot pensions. 

The report went over and was ordered 
printed with the bill as agreed to by the con- 
lerence. a 

The Senate Silver bill was then taken up, 
and Mr. Evarts addressed the Senate. After 
a review of tne international conference on 
the question of silver (out of which nothing 
had come) he said that now for the first time 
in the progress of the matter of redress the 
question confronted the Republican party, 
which had a majority in each House and had 
the control of the executive power. It was 
for that party to determine that the interval 
of lassitude and of delay should be no longer 
extended. What, then, were they to 
do? The people of the United 
States, through their representatives in 
the two Houses of Congress and in their 
elecuon of the executive head, in his opinion, 
determined that they would not allow the 
disgrace an‘ disorder to continue. Congress 
was now epared for the adoption in one 
form or another of a measure which, as com- 
pared with anything that nad been done in 
the interval between 1873 and 1890, was like 
the step of a giant as compared with that of 
a sick man who made three paces 
and then halted. Speaking of the pro- 
posed opening of the American mints to 
the silver of the world, Mr. Evarts said 
that with the difference in _ ratios (15% in 
Europe and 16 in this country) that measure 
would be utterly impracticable, especially if 
it was desired also to cause the opening of 
the mints abroad to silver. The proposiuon 
to receive silver builion over the counter of 
the Treasury and to pay for it in certificates, 
leaving the transaction to the willof the 
owner of the bullion, he had never approved. 
He regarded it as ing a step backward. 
Money can never be safely treated as a com- 
modity. It was not to be treated as anything 
but the force and propulsion of circulation. 


Known Only by Numbers. 

Mr. Porter, the Superintendent of tne Cen- 
sus; has been informed by Mr. Ashley, the 
Census Supervisor of the Fifth District of 
Pennsylvania, that his enumerators have 
notified him that Hungarians and Poles ana 
many Italians in Lackawanna, Luzerne, and 
Carbon Counties have retused to give any 
census information even to the interpreters. 
Many of these men, he says, are designated 
by heir employers by numbers, each man 
wearing his number on his person and an- 
swering to it. The Sapervisor says that if 
80 instructed he will direct his enumerators 
to take an account of such employés by num- 
bers, in this way securing nativity, age, and 
occupation, which in his opinion would be 
better than no information at all. 

In his reply Superintendent Porter informs 
the Supervisor that it is impossible that the 
census officer should help to perpetuate such 
a state of affairs as reported when large num- 
bers of laborers are treated more like beasts 
of burden than men and known only by num- 
bers. Mr. Porter gives him positive instruc- 
uons to employ a sufficient number of enum- 
erators and interpreters to thoroughly can- 
vass these people and elicit from them tne 
nformation calied for by the schedules. 

The Federal Election Bill. 

The House Caucus Committee, which is 
charged with the preparation of a National 
Election bill on lines agreed upon by the last 
caucus, has been industriousiy perfecting 
the details of the measure, and has pro- 
gressed far enough to be able to send a rough 
draft of the bill to the Public Printer. When 
the proofs are returned the committee will 
meet again—probably Saturday -next—and 
continue the work of arranging details. 
Some of the changes made aiready in the 
original Rowell bill are: A provision that in 
cases of conflict between the returns sent in 
by State election officers and by those of the 
United States Supervisora the latter are to 
be accepted as prima facie evidence as to the 
result of the election; and a provision that 
the United States Court within election 
district shall appoint a board of three per- 
sons, representing both political parties, to 
canvass the returns of the Supervisors.

The River and Harbor Bill. 

The Senate Commerce Committee practi- 
cally compieted the River and Harbor bill 
this afternoon, aithough it will not be re- 
ported until next week. All money appro- 
priated for the improvement of the Missis- 
sippi and Missouri Rivers, respectively, is to 
be expended under direction of and in accoru- 
ance with the plans adopted by the commis- 
sions in charge of the work on the two 
streams. The amount b: for for the 
Mississippi River is $3, 00; for the Mis- 
souri River, from the mouth to Sioux City, 
$900,000; from Sioux City to Great Falls, 
$350,000. As reported by the committee the 
bill will carry a total of about . 000, 000 in 
excess of the House bill. 

A Veto Me«sage from the President. 

The President today returned to the House 
without his approval the bill tor the erection 
of a public building at Tuscaloosa, Ala. The 
President in his veto message says: In the 
present uncertain state of the public reve- 
nues and expenditures resultung from pend- 
ing and probabie legislation there is tomy 
mind an absolute necessity: that expenditures 
for public buildings should be limited to 
cases where the public needs are very evi- 
dent ana very imperative. It is clear that 
this is not such a case.“ 

To Reorganize the Government of Utah. 

Senator Edmunds from the Commitiee on 
Judiciary today reported back favorably 
with amendments the bill recently intro- 
duced by him providing for the reorganiza- 
tion of the Government of Utah. 

A Two-Dollar-a-Day Bill. 

The House Committee on Labor agreed to 
report favorably a bill providing that here- 
after no person employed as a laborer for the 
Government shall receive iess than $2 per 
day. The act shall not be construed to apply 
to females or boys under 18. 


BLOW AT BUCKET-SHOPS IN ILLINOIS. 


A Decision by the Supreme Court on Gam- 
biing in Grain. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., June 12.—[Special.]— 
The Supreme Court today gave a severe blow 
to the existence of bucket-shops by a decis- 
ion filed in the case of Soby vs. The People, 
who was convicted in Morgan County of a 
violation of the act to suppress bucket-s hovs, 
gambling in stocks, bonds, etc. Soby had an 
office in Jacksonville, where he pretended to 
transact a grain and commission business for 
Robert Lindblom & Co. of the Chicago Board 
of Trade. He received quotations and placed 
them upon a blackbvard for public inspec- 
tion and professed to buy and sell all kinds 
of products on the Chi market, recetving 
certain margins therefor: One Charles James 
negotiated with Soby a purchase in October 
of 5,000 bushels of Wheat and a like amount 
of corn, putting up a margm of twocents a 
bushel therefor, and closed the deal for May 
delivery. Neitmer party received or deliy- 
ered any grain, and the only payment made 
was the two-cent margin. The grain was 
pure simply for speculation, not for 
actual use. , Sais 

The court says that by the revised criminal 
code of 1874 it is made a crimjnal offense to 
deal in opuons, and that the purchase of 
grain or other commodity for future delivery 
would be a gambling contract if the real in- 
tention of both parties at the time of making 
the contract was to deal in options and make 
settlement upon the differences in the mar- 
ket price witbout actuai delivery of the grain 
or commodity sold. Butif either party con- 
tracted in good faith for the, delivery of the 
grain it would bea valid and binding contract. 

“It is clear from the evidence this 
man had an office where the buying and 
selling of grain and produce on mar- 
gins without any intention of paying for 
che property was carried on, which is in 
direct violation of the statute, but he tried 
to shield himself from liability upon the 
ground he made no inquiry of customers 
whether they realiy intended to receive or de- 
liver or not, and itis no defense because ne 
took orders and sent them by telegraph to 
Lindblom & Co., end that firm executed the 
orders and reported to him and his customer.“ 
ln conclusion the opinion states: 

It was the legislative: intention to prevent the 
evils resulting from bucket-shops and bucket- 
shopping and to suppress the vice of gambling in 
grain and other 1 so detrimental to the 
interests and welfare of the people. No other 
construction of the act would be sustained. It 
is our opinion that it is no longer possible in this 
State under any shift or device, however specious, 
to keep an office or other place where parties 
may under a pretense of buying or selling grain 
or other produce engage in speculation in futures 
and gambling upon the rise and fall of the mar- 
ket. All legitimate commercial transactions on 
the Board of Trade or elsewhere must be upheld 
and enforced. And it may undoubtedly be true 
that agencies mignt be established throughout 
the State for carrying on such legitimate busi- 
ness, but this agency manifestiy was not of that 
character, and the conviction will be sustained.

STILL ON THE WARPATH. 


THE LAKE SHORE REDUCES WOOL 
RATES, CHICAGO TO THE SEABOARD, 


Cutting of Rates from Kast 8t. Louis by 
the Kanawha Dispatch and Rail and 
Lake Lines Responsible for the Action 
— The Northern Pacific Secures Control 
of the Chicago and Calumet Terminal 
and Milwaukee and Northern Roads— 
Other Railway News. 


The Lake Shore road is still on the war- 
path, and every cut rate made by any of its 
competitors is at once met by a correspond- 
ing reduction of the tariff. Having discov- 
ered that the lake and rail lines ana the 
Chesapeake and Ohio were making a rate on 
wool from East St. Louis and Mississippi 
River points to the seaboard about 15 cents 
less than regular tariff, the Lake Shore gave 
notice yesteraay that it would reduce the 
| Wool rate from Chicagoto New York, car- 
loads, minimum weight 10,000 pounds, to 50 
cents, and the rate to Boston to 55 cents. The 
present rate on wool is 65 cents to New York 
and 71 cents to Boston. The Freight Com- 
mittee of the Centrai Traffic Association, at 
a meeting yesterday, accepted the new rates, 
and authorized them to go into effect June 18. 

No other changes in east-bound rates were 
| Made yesterday. It is understood, however, 
that the Chicago and Grand Trunk will apply 
its three-cent differential on dressed beef via 
Montreal next Monday, making the rate to 
New York and Boston 39 cents. The Lake 


is not entitled to a three-cent differential via 
Montreal, no such an agreement having ever 
been made. After rates had been restored 
two years ago, they say, the Grand Trunk 
claimed that it could not secure a fair provor- 
tion of tne traffic at even rates, and ir order 
to enuble it to catch up it was permitted to 
make a differential rate, amounting to about 
10 cents. This was after wards reduced to three 
cents, and aithough the Grand Trunk no 
longer labored under any disadvantages it 
2 in making this differential. The 

ke Shore proposes to keep up the present 
fight no matter how low the rates may go. 
The Grand Trunk people claim that they are 
justly entitled to a three cent differential as 
otherwise they could not secure any dressed- 
beef business. They can see no reason why 
the Canadian Pacific should not be allowed 
tomaks the same differential rate as its 
line is sixty-five miles longer than the 
Grand Trunk's Montreal route, 


NORTHERN PACIFIC ACQUISITIONS. 


Secures the Calumet Terminal and M- 
waukee and Northern 

The announcement made in Tux TrIsvne 
last Saturday that the Wisconsin Central 
(Northern Pacific) had secured control of the 
Chicago and Calumet Terminal Belt line and 
that the purchase is in the interestof the 
Standard Oil company is confirmed. The deal 
was consummated in New York a few aays 
ago, and the transfer of the property will be 
made in a fewdays. It is understood that the 
Chicago and Calumet Terminal company will 
be consolidated with the Great Western 
Terminal and be henceforth known by that 
name. The Calumet Terminal, however, is 
to be extended as originally pianned to 
Evanston so as to intefsect every road cen- 
tering at Chicago. There has deen quite a 
conteyt between the Vanderbilt people and 
tne Standard Oil people for the possession of 
the road, but as une latter had the longest 
pole they knocked down the persimmons. 
The new acquisition wili be of great vulue to 
the Standard Oil corapany, as it enables it to 
deliver its cars directiy to the various roads, 
thus saving great expense for switching, etc. 
It is of value to tne Northern Pacific only in 
so far as it enables it to make connection 
with all the roads running east from this 
city without transfer. 

The Northern Pacific has also concluded 
arrangements for the purchase of. the Mil- 
waukee and Northern railway, which will 
become a branch of the Wisconsin Central. 
The Milwaukee and Northern runs from Mil- 
waukee to Marquette and Houghton, Mich., 
aud will enable the Northern Pacific to com- 
pete for the Lake W iron traffic. The 
road now uses the Milwaukee and St. Paul 
from Milwaukee to Chicago, but it is under- 
stood tust an extension will be built to con- 
nect it with the main line of the Wisconsin 
Central, and thus secure an independent out- 
let to Chicago. 


No Advance Yet in St. Paul Rates. 


The committee appointed by the meeting 
of the Western and Northwestern Division 
of the Western Freight Association Wednes- 
day to consider & proposition to aavance pro- 
portional rates on traffic from Chicago to St. 
Puul, originating east of Chicago and com- 
ing here by all-rail lines, and apply the regu- 
lar 40-cent oasis on this traffic, Was unable to 
come to an agreement. Some of the mem- 
bers were of the opinion that the Missouri 
River rates should be simultaneously ad- 
vanced, as otherwise trouble would be caused 
in rates to Western Iowa points. The com- 
mittee was therefore discharged, and an- 
other special committee appointed to confer 
with tne Missouri River lines regarding an 
advancein rates. Tbis committee consists of 
Messrs. Newman, Sage, and Bird. It is not 
believed that a restoration of the Missouri 
River rates can be brought about atthis 
time. There is no particular opposition to 
the advance of west-bound rates from Chi- 
cago provided the Sioux City lines ean be in- 
duced to advance the rates to that point. 
The Alton is willing to agree to an advance 
on all west-bound rates, except lumber, 
which article, it claims, cannot bear a higber 
rate than 1s now charged. Under no circum- 
stances, however, will it agree to an advance 
io east-bound rates from the Missouri River. 
It contends that owing to the refusal of the 
lines west of the Missouri River to prorate 
with the lines east of the river it would be 
prevented, if it consented to an advance in 
rates locally from the Missouri River, from se- 
curing any of the through business and would 
be compelled to depend entirely upon its 


local business. 


Western Freight A@sirs. 
The Western and Northwestern divisions 
of the Western Freight Association recon- 
vened yesterday moruiug. Most of the day

But the question has recently changed its 
aspect 2 since the discovery of MM. 
Brieger and Fraenkel. These two workers 


have brought into light the existence of sub- 


stances to waich they have given the name 
of toxalbumines, and which are endowed 
with a high degree of virulence and repro- 
duce with greater certainty the microbian 
disease than does the microve itself of the 
soluble ferment which it has manufactured. 
Tnese toxalbumines are not created by the 
microbe itself, but arise from the destruction 
of the very substance of the infected organ- 
ism. The latter—that is to say, the ground 
on which the disease pursues its course— 
plays, according to this idea, a more im- 

rtant part than bad formerly been thought 
n the development and evolution of the in- 
fectious disease. 

Toxalbumines, therefore, sources of dis- 
ease in the higher sense of the word and 
capable of the direst mishaps, are created in 
the conflict between the living ceil and tne 
microbe. But all living cells are not capa- 
bie of furnishing toxaibumines when they 
are attacked by a microbe. Certain o ° 
isms cannot furnish any at all, and — — 
to this theory morbid immunity is nothing 
but this absence ot toxalbuminous reaction. 

The toxalbumines that have so far been 
discovered divide themselves naturally into 
two classes, Those of the first group are 
insoluble in water (albuminous substances 
derived from the bacilius of ty fever, 
of cholera, and from the staphy us au- 
reus). Those of the second class are soluble 
in water (tetanus, anthrax, diphtheria, etc.). 
The study of these new substances, which is 
only at its mg, promises to give re- 
sults of te interest. 

As soon as we shall have discovered the 
reason why certain living cells of certain 
organisms do not produce any toxalbumines, 
and it is quite possible that we may discover 
this, prophylaxis of con us diseases will 
have made a decided step in advance. : 

On the other hand, it will be necessary 
now to ascertain what drugs modify the or- 
ganism in such a way that it is no longer apt 
to manufacture toxalbumines. 

It is, therefore, no longer a quesuon of 
seeking for antiseptic substances to kill 
microbes, but, on the contrary, we must try 
to find the means that will enable the organ- 
ism to resist their attack. This is the doc- 
trine that I have been defending for a lon 
time, and that Ihave developed on sever 
occasions for the readers of ine Herald. 

In one of the last meetings of the Société 
Médicale de Saint Petersbourg M. de la Croix 
read a paper on the satisfactory results that 
he had obtained in treating consumption by 
the combined use of creosote and spirits of 
turpentine. 

He administers creosote in Madeira wine, to 
whieh he adds some sort of bitter tincture and 
rectified spirits. Each tablespoonfui of this 
preparation contains two grammes of creo- 
sote. The dose at which he begins is one 
tablespoonful a day, and he increases grad- 
ually to seven or eight and sometimes even 
more. The tration of this prepa

inhale the vapor of spirits of turpentil 
that is to say, that severai times a they 
sprinkled some of this spirit on a handker- 
chief and then heid it before their face and 
breathed the aromatized atmosphere, These 
inhalations never had any undesired effect. 

This combined course of treatment had a 
very salutary effect in a short time by modi- 
fying. the fevers, coughing, and subjective 
symptoms; furthermore, the patients in- 
creased in weight and the majority were in a 
condition to leave the hospital after a fe 
weeks of treatment. 

This same course of treatment gave very 
encouraging results in cases of putrid bron- 
chitis, bronchiectasis, and of 
gangrene following pneumonia.

asserts the contrary, as this is a fact which 
every physician who has had any experience 
at all has been able to observe, 

Furthermore, any anti-microbian treat- 
ment which is not combined with a treat- 
ment destined to tonify the patient’s general 
state of health is lacking in its 2 
Experience had already shown it, but-the 
experimental researches of Brieger ahd of 
Fraenkel on toxalbumines have proved it 
scientifically. 

In a very mild form, indeed, the treatment 
of M. de la Croix may render service, espe- 
cially if it is associated with a course of 
hygiene and ventilation such as I have al- 
ready laid before the readers of the Herald.

MAREETS. 


The leading produce markets were much less 
active yesterday, but steadier. The excitement 
attending the Warren suepension of Wednesday 
was over, @ good many other trades had been 
closed up because of the unsettied feeling there- 
by induced, and the markets wanted some fresh 
motive for action which was not furnishd ex- 
cept a minor one in the case of wieat by tue is- 
sue of fresh estimates of. crop production. The 
weather here was fine but somewhat cooler, and 
the movement of produce at country points mod- 
erately free.

The Daity /rade bulletin of this city takes the 
Same figures and therefrom makes out a total of 
a little more than 436,000,000, Weile still another 
expert in figures is said to have found they read 
out an aggregate of more than 450,000.000 bu. 
The tentative estimate of 430,000,000 given in 


Wednesday’s issue of THE TRIBUNE is not far 


from a mean between these extremes and is per- 
haps us near right as either of them. But it may 
possibly be thought that the Washington figures 
would be more satisfactory if they indicated the 
actual result, which seems to the statisiician to 
be the most probable for the time being, and not 
leave such a wide leeway for guessing as they do 
now. * 

Inglis telegraphs that the wheat crop in South- 
ern IIlinois promises very poorly, and names 
blight, rust, and bugs as the cvils which are 
causing the yield to be a poor one. Werst is in 
Michigan, and says tie wheat outlook in that 
State is W per cent worse than when he was 
there last. 

Hutchinson’s Duluth correspondent sends 
word tnat the Canadian millers are buying mod- 
erate parcels of wheat every day or two in that 
market, the home supply from last harvest 
being about exhausted.
